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1926 Directory “Starring” System 
Is Proving 76 Per Cent Popular 


Virtually Eight Out of Every Ten Information Sheets Thus Far 
Returned Have Been Sworn to Before Notaries—W hy 
Plan Is Sound and Intelligent, and Beneficial 
to Storage Industry, Is Told

HE popularity of Distribution and Warehousing’s 
g) 1926 Warehouse Directory starring system is attested 

by the returns, thus far, of the Information Sheets 
distributed throughout the industry. Virtually eight out 
of every ten that have come in have been sworn to before 
notaries public. 

Up to the close of the third week in October 804 In- 
formation Sheets were in hand. Of these, 629 had been 
sworn to before notaries. This is a percentage of 78.2. 

This means that when the listings of these 629 com- 
panies appear in the 1926 Directory—to be published as 
part of the January issue of Distribution and Warehousing 
—each will be marked with a bold-faced star—thus: *— 
indicating to the shipping public throughout the coming 
year that the executives of those 629 companies said, 
under oath before notaries, that the information they sup- 
plied for the Directory was correct. 

It means that the other 175 companies will receive list- 
ings, based on the Information Sheets their executives 
have returned, but that those 175 listings will not be 
starred for the reason that the Information Sheets have 
not been sworn to. 

Hundreds of companies have not yet returned the In- 
formation Sheets sent to them. Upon the officers of those 


companies is earnestly urged consideration of the follow- 
ing reasons why the warehouseman who swears to the 
correctness of his Directory information will benefit both 
his own business individually and the public storage in- 
dustry generally: 

1. The new starring system is designed to minimize in- 
correctness of information published in the Directory. 

2. The system will inspire confidence, on the part of 
the shippers, in the public warehouse industry. 

3. It will tend toward elimination of certain unfair com- 
petition within the industry itself. 

4. It will discourage non-operators of storage space 
from falsely claiming to be engaged in warehousing. 

5. A Directory thus builded will present to Business 
America a year-round reference volume that is worthy of 
the industry it represents. 

The public storage executive is not required to swear to 
his Information Sheet. His company will receive a Di- 
rectory listing whether he so swears or does not so swear, 
as long as he returns the Information Sheet sent to him. 

But the public storage executive is, under the new sys- 
tem, given opportunity so to swear, if he cares to do so. 
If he does so, his company’s 1926 Directory listing will 
receive the star. 
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The “Star” Will Create Confidence Among Shippers 


OU, Mr. Warehouseman, want new business.

ETTERS which have been received by Distribution & 
Warehousing indicate that the industry itself and a 
large number of traffic and sales managers and other 
shippers are watching with interest to see how the new 
Directory starring system will work out. 

Accordingly it is with satisfaction that Distribution & 
Warehousing is in a position to announce now that prac- 
tically eight out of every ten executives making returns 
are backing the plan by swearing before notaries. This 
percentage of more than seventy-eight and two-tenths 
should convince the skeptics that the industry as a whole 
looks upon the system as one that is sound, intelligent, 
and designed for the good of the public warehouse busi- 
ness. 

About two out of ten executives are not swearing to the 
Information Sheets being returned. It would be interest- 
ing to know just how many, out of the 175 unsworn-to- 
Information Sheets received by Oct. 21, failed to carry 
notary public signatures only because the executives who 
filled in the Information Sheets did not realize the sig- 
nificance of the starring system by reason of not reading 
carefully the text which each Information Sheet bears, or 
by reason of not having considered the arguments pre- 
sented in the September and October issues of Distribu- 
tion & Warehousing as to why the Information Sheets 
should be sworn to. 

Distribution & Warehousing believes that a good per- 
centage of the executives who have returned Information 
Sheets without having sworn to them, did so through 
carelessness alone and not because they considered the 
system objectionable. This belief is borne out by the 
circumstance that a number of executives who originally 
sent in unsworn-to sheets later took the trouble to ask 
that those sheets be returned to them so that they could 
be sworn to. 

Such requests were, of course, granted, and the Informa- 
tion Sheets came back duly authenticated. 

Right in that connection it may here be stated that 
Distribution & Warehousing will be glad to return un- 
sworn-to Information Sheets on request so that they may 
be sworn to, to entitle the companies’ Directory listings 
to be starred. 


ETTERS received endorsing the starring system, it 
may be stated, far outweigh in numbers all com- 
munications objecting to it. The principle thought of the 


objectors seems to be that Distribution & Warehousing 
is, by suggesting that the Directory Information Sheets 
be sworn to before notaries, implying that each executive 
who receives one is dishonest. 

Such, of course, is not the case. No business or pro- 
fession can be without a dishonest member here and there. 
Everybody recognizes that. Distribution & Warehousing 
no more implies dishonesty by any individual warehouse- 
man who receives the Directory Information Sheet than 
the Government implies—as was pointed out in the Octo- 
ber issue—that either Calvin Coolidge or William Howard 
Taft is dishonest when it asks the President and the Chief 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court to swear to 
the correctness of the information in their Federal in- 
come tax returns. 

The situation is, merely, that information in some of 
the listings in the Warehouse Directories of the past has 
been incorrect. Whether that incorrectness was purposely 
given or only carelessly given, does not greatly matter. 
The fact remains that it was given. Jncorrect informa- 
tion went forth to the shipping public in a book on which 
the shipping public had reason to believe it could rely for 
correct information. That was a deception on the ship- 
ping public—a deception which should be corrected, to the 
extent that such correcting is possible. 


The new Directory starring system is designed to effect 
that correcting—as a duty to the shipping public which 
Distribution & Warehousing undertakes, through the 
Directory, to serve; and as a duty to the warehouse in- 
dustry itself, which also is served by the Directory. 


The warehouse industry as a whole wants a Directory 
that presents only correct information. It wants it for its 
own use and it wants it for the shipping public that con- 
sults the book for the purpose of deciding to which ware- 
house companies the goods should be shipped. 

The building of just such a Directory is the sole pur- 
pose of the new starring system. How can any member 
of the storage industry view it in any other light? As 
E. B. Gould of San Diego, Cal., president of the National 
Furniture Warehousemen’s Association, said in a letter 
to Distribution & Warehousing (published in the October 
issue) : 

“The idea of securing notaries’ certificates is a very 
good one, and no doubt will settle the complaint made by 
a good many warehousemen throughout the country that 
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It’s the Sworn-to Listing That 
Is Starred—and 
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It’s the Starred Listing That 
Gets the Business!

the information given by some warehouses is not correct 
and that it discredits their own.” 

That’s the point, exactly. The warehouseman who does 
give correct information is placed in the position of hav- 
ing that true information discredited when the shipping 
public discovers—in due time, as it is bound to—that in- 
formation in certain other companies’ listings is incorrect. 

One warehouseman—looked upon as a leader in the 
storage industry—brings up the point that “if there is 
a warehouseman who would make a false return” unsworn 
to “he will swear to it just the same, and I do not believe 
your oath’—that is, the starring system—‘“of any force.” 

With that theory Distribution & Warehousing is not in 
sympathy. A business man might conceivably stretch the 
facts a bit, either purposely or unthinkingly, when making 
a return that he does not swear to; but he is going to 
think twice—he is going to weigh every statement with 
the facts—before he puts down misinformation, either 
purposely or unthinkingly, when he has it in mind that 
he is going before a notary before making his return. 


The very fact that he is so going to swear must inevitably 
have a psychological effect. Distribution & Warehousing 
recognizes that in the past much of the incorrect informa- 
tion was sent in unthinkingly and through carelessness— 
and not through intent. 

There is another point which the skeptic should bear in 
mind. Often the Directory Information Sheet is turned 
over to a minor employee to be filled in. After the latter 
has set down the information requested, the Information 
Sheet is signed by the president or operating head of the 
company without being read. Undoubtedly that in itself 
has been responsible for some of the errors that have 
crept into the Directories of the past. 

Under the new starring system each Information Sheet, 
after being filled in, is going to be read, analyzed, checked, 
by the company’s executive who is going to swear to the 
correctness by going before a notary. Careless statements 
by a minor employee are going to be corrected or elim- 
inated. 

All of which will tend to make the industry’s own Di- 











rectory more worth while for warehousing and for the 
business public. 


HE rate at which the sworn-to Information Sheets are 

coming in—78 authenticated out of every 100 received 
—is the answer to the doubters of the wisdom of the new 
starring system. The percentage of 78-plus shows where 
the industry stands. Warehousing wants a Directory that 
presents correct information for its own guidance and for 
the shippers. 

It is interesting to note that the sentiment favoring 
correctness of information is stronger among the mem- 
bers of the industry’s two national trade associations than 
in the industry as a whole. That in itself is testimony 
to the high standards and business ideals which the two 
organizations have set up as goals. 

Up to the close of Oct. 21 Information Sheets had been 
received from 202 companies which are members of the 
American Warehousemen’s Association. Of these 202 In- 
formation Sheets, 177 had been sworn to and 25 had not 
been sworn to. This is a percentage of 87.6 authenti- 
cated. 

From 278 companies which are members of the National 
Furniture Warehousemen’s Association, 231 Information 
Sheets had been received which are sworn to and 47 which 
have not been sworn to. This is a percentage of 83.1 
authenticated. 

Which means that 87 out of every 100 members of the 
American and 83 out of every 100 members of the National 
favor the new starring system, as based on the returns to 
the date mentioned. There is no reason to expect that 
percentages at least as high as these will not be carried 
out in the final returns. 

It is not too late for the 25 A. W. A. members and the 
47 N. F. W. A. members who have sent in unsworn-to 
returns, to change their minds. A request to Distribution 
& Warehousing will bring the unsworn-to Information 
Sheet by return mail. 

The point is that the storage executive who sends in 
an Information Sheet without having authenticated it be- 
fore a notary public is unquestionably going to regret, 
when the 1926 Warehouse Directory gets into the hands 
of the shipping public, that he did not swear to the cor- 
rectness of the information he supplied. Today he may 
not be considering that—but he is going to give it a 
thought after Jan. 1. He will find his own company’s 
listing unstarred—with listings of competitors in his 
home city starred—and will know that all listings are 
going to be consulted, for a whole year, by shippers all 
over the country. And by shippers abroad, also, for the 
annual Directory goes to business interests in many lands. 


HAT warehousing’s recdégnized leaders do, on the 

whole, favor the new starring system may be judged 
by a glance through the sworn-to Information Sheets thus 
far received. Here is a list of about eighty-five, picked 
from the Information Sheets ranged alphabetically by 
States, cities and company names in the order in which 
they will appear in the Directory:

Union Terminal Warehouse Co., Los Angeles, one of the 
largest of the Pacific Coast firms. 

Wilshire Fireproof Storage Co., Los Angeles. Clarence 
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J. Neal, president, is one of the industry’s best known 
executives. 

Pioneer Warehouse Co., San Diego, Cal. E. B. Gould, 
secretary, is president of the National Furniture Ware- 
housemen’s Association. 

Haslett Warehouse Co., San Francisco. S. M. Haslett, 
president, is vice-president of the American Chain of 
Warehouses.

What Cooperation Is Doing to Reduce Loss and Damage 


— and damage claims paid 
by American railroads on 
household goods during the first

In other words, the country-wide 
effort to assure better packing of 
goods shipped by the furniture

been giving the principal causes of loss and damage 

to freight during the past few years, and its applica- 
tion to practical measures of prevention, are producing 
remarkable results to the material advantage of both 
shippers and carriers. 

These results have been attained only by earnest and 
persistent effort on the part of the railroads through the 
exercise of special care in the handling and movement of 
all classes of freight, supplemented by active cooperation 
of shippers in improving the quality of packing and 
securing their goods for shipment. 

Both interests have come to realize the great extent 
to which economic waste of products can be avoided by 
utilizing past experience in transportation and coordinat- 
ing their energies in the direction of increased efficiency 
in all that pertains to the safe carriage of freight. 

Prevention of loss and damage to freight, to be effec- 
tive, demands from each individual, whether directly or 
indirectly charged with freight transportation duties, the 


{ HE intensive study that transportation interests have 


same interest and concern in the handling of goods as 
though they were his own. 

If this duty is fully observed, the carriers’ revenues 
and reputation will be conserved and the shippers’ busi- 
ness and profits safeguarded. 

Without this individual interest a single indifferent 
or careless act on the part of any who represent shipper 
or carrier is liable to defeat the earnest efforts of many 
othes. 

With a full realization of these facts, and as many 
require the advice and guidance of those who by experi- 
ence are better able to correct errors in transportation, 
various general, divisional and special committees of rail- 
road employees throughout the country are devoting spe- 
cial study to loss and damage prevention as applied to the 
innumerable kinds and character of commodities the rail- 
roads are required to safely carry. 

The bulletins and education circulars distributed to 
station, yard and train forces have covered to a large

extent the best thoughts in regard to the conditioning and 
handling of various classes of freight handled by railroad 
employees, but less thought and effort have been given to 
earload freight loaded by shippers and unloaded by con- 


signers. 


ii may not be of general knowledge 
that approximately 97 per cent of all 
traffic is shipped in carload quantities, 
and loaded in cars by the shippers. Also 
that 70 per cent of all loss and damage 
claim payments are on account of such 
traffic. Also that of this latter class 72 
per cent is attributable to damage main- 
ly due to insecure packing, inadequate 
or imperfect containers, insufficient 
stowing or bracing, defective or unfit 
cars, rough handling of cars, or delays 
in transit. 


Indifferent Conditioning 


Many of the defects in transportation 
may be clearly due to indifferent meth- 
ods of conditioning goods for shipment, 
insecure loading or bracing, or lack of 
thorough inspection of cars’ before 
loading. 

In many instances the responsibility 
for these defects can be definitely placed 
and suitable remedies to prevent recur- 
rences applied, but a considerable pro- 
portion of damage is not due to indif- 
ference on the part of either shippers 
or railroad employees. Oftentimes the 
shipper believes his goods were properly 
conditioned and loaded. He is as anxious 
to have his goods reach his customer in 
their original condition, as is the latter 
to so receive them, and the carrier is 
quite as anxious as either to provide a 
service that will prove satisfactory to 
both. 

The shipper does not always know how 
best to condition or load his goods to in- 
sure freedom from transit injuries, and 


freight. 


his vonsignee may be content to place 
the loading faults with the railroad be- 
cause of inability to determine the true 
cause of damage. 

In view of this situation any substan- 
tial improvement in conditions that con- 
tribute to loss and damage must largely 
depend upon the carrier, who has by ex- 
periment and study determined the man- 
ner in which various classes of commodi- 
ties should be packed and loaded to in- 
sure a maximum of safe carriage, and 
by passing the information to shippers 
in such manner that they will understand 
and appreciate that our efforts are co- 
operative and in their interést no less 
than that of the railroads. 

An excellent illustration of _ this 
thought is the case where a railroad re- 
cently brought to the attention of a 
prominent shipper instances where a 
greater degree of care in conditioning 
his freight might insure its reaching his 
customer without injury. The agent said: 

“This company is earnestly striving to 
do its part to reduce errors and improve 
its methods to the end that its patrons 
may be more efficiently served and the 
waste of loss and damage eliminated. 
Public cooperation is indispensable to 
the full success of this effort.” 


“We Are All Human” 


To this the shipper replied: 

“We are constantly trying to improve 
our service, and we believe one of the 
ways to do this is to work in close har- 
mony with those through whom we ren- 
der this service. We are all human and 


This is at present being given consideration by many 
railroads with the hope that all who are directly interested 
in freight traffic will cooperate in the undertaking to 
eliminate the major causes of loss and damage to carload 


make mistakes. If it is not asking too 
much we would like to have you check 
us up, tell us of our faults, and criticize 
us. We welcome your advice. We be- 
lieve we will both profit by it.” 

In considering prevention of damage 
to carload freight it is reasonable to ex- 
pect that solid loads will withstand the 
rigors of ordinary car movement far bet- 
ter than small quantity shipments that 
require various handlings before reach- 
ing the consignee. 


Inexperienced Packers 


This expectation is. not being realized 
to the extent possible and for the evident 
reason that the average carload shipper 
has not devoted that degree of study and 
experiment in packing and loading that 
is imposed upon the carrier in respect 
to the smaller shipments, each package 
of which must be handled to and from 
cars and to the consignee. 

Too often the loading, stowing and 
bracing of carload freight is left to the 
judgment of men of inexperience and 
who do not appreciate the importance of 
considering the size of car to be used 
or of making certain that it is clean and 
otherwise entirely suitable for the char- 
acter of freight to be loaded, or of the 
best method of tiering and securing the 
load. 

All these essentials demand supervi- 
sion when the duties are assigned to 
those of limited experience or those who 
may not fully realize the consequences of 
imperfect loading. 

An individual shipper or receiver of 
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carload freight suffers a loss by reason 
of transit injury to his goods. Ordina- 
rily he believes they were properly for- 
warded and regards their damaged con- 
dition a responsibility of the railroad. 
He has but limited idea of his contribu- 
tion to the great economic waste or how 
the damage could easily be prevented, 
unless the carrier brings to his attention 
the true cause and its remedy. 


Tact Essential 


It therefore becomes a duty of the 
carrier to study the shipper’s methods 
of conditioning and loading his goods 
and, by approaching him in a spirit of 
cooperation, point out in what particular 
manner safer transportation will be in- 
sured. 

By the exercise of tact and a spirit of 
mutual helpfulness few shippers will 
question the carrier’s motive or fail to 
profit by the advice, provided always the 
suggestions are based upon sound judg- 
ment and minor or technical criticisms 
are avoided. 

Another and equally important duty 
that railroads should assume is that of 
urging all receivers of carload freight 
to report, immediately upon discovery, 
damage of whatever nature, in order 
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that examination as to extent and cause 
may be made. The writer has known of 
many instances where breakage of ma- 
chinery, castings, earthenware and sim- 
ilar commodities has repeatedly oc- 
curred, the supposed cause being rough 
handling of car; yet upon careful an- 
alysis a change in method of packing, 
boxing or crating, or even an additional 
strengthening brace, has supplied the 
remedy. 

Without an examination of damaged 
goods upon their receipt the real cause 
may continue for years and be improper- 
ly classed as due to transportation faults. 
Printing paper in heavy rolls, oils in 
barrels, sugar and flour, each requires 
special loading to prevent injury, and 
when injured there is almost invariably 
an avoidable cause. When the cause is 
determined and made known its preven- 
tion becomes an obligation of either 
shipper or carrier or both. 


Inadequate Containers 


In the matter of crate design, engi- 
neers have said that many containers in 
standard use are not adequate for safe 
carriage, and could, by more scientific 
construction, be materially strengthened 
at a saving in both labor and material. 
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Improvement in this direction can best 
be obtained by shippers who make use 
of standard crates or other containers 
by consulting engineers or commercial 
laboratories who specialize on scientific 
and effective packing and containers. 
Goods of new design that require new 
shapes of crates or boxes are constantly 
coming into use and each class calls for 
more expert thought in the matter of 
construction than the average carpenter 
and cooper possesses if success in safe 
transporation is attained. 


Carriers Are Trying 


With this unity of effort it is confi- 
dently believed that shippers of carload 
freight, as well as their consignees, will 
appreciate the carriers’ efforts in this 
direction; and, as the good results are 


reflected in their business, continue to 
heartily join in eliminating the great 
waste. Agents and other employees of 
the railroads regard prevention of in- 
jury to carload freight as one of their 
important duties and as this work pro- 
gresses all concerned will more fully 
recognize the advantage and profit cer- 
tain to be obtained. 


Advertising of Furniture Storage in 


Chicago Being Watched by Industry 


Space Is Purchased in Local Newspapers 


1 joint local advertising campaign 
being conducted in Chicago newspap- 
ers by household goods warehousemen 
in that city is the subject of an article 
recently in Printers’ Ink, which com- 
ments that storage executives in other 
cities are watching the Chicago experi- 
ment, looking upon it “as a sort of labo- 
ratory test,” and that— 

“If, when it has run its course, the 
Chicago group puts an okeh on the re- 
sults, it is likely that other cities will 
undertake similar cooperative advertis- 
ing efforts. More than that, there is the 
possibility that it may be the modest 
beginning of a sizable national campaign 
for furniture warehouses.” 

The Chicago companies are working 
un a year’s program in three newspap- 
ers under the direction of a committee 
headed—as explained on the floor of the 
July convention of the National Furni- 
ture Warehousemen’s Association — by 
Morrison Wood, secretary of the Lincoln 
Warehouse & Van Co., the group be- 
ing members of the Illinois Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Association. Several 
pieces of copy have already appeared, 
and Printers’ Ink illustrates one text 
which, under the head “These are Mine,” 
follows:

“_ynless we know about Household 
Goods Storage. 

“These cherished possessions of ours 
will be carefully and painstakingly pre- 
pared for storage in clean, airy Household 
Goods Depositories. Then we are once 
more free and foot-loose to go where we 
will—be it a month, a year, or more. 

“Store your furniture, rugs, silver and 
personal belongings, with a feeling of 
absolute security.” 

This advertisement is signed “The 
Household Goods Storage Companies of 
Chicago and Suburbs” and bears the seal 
and name of the National Furniture 
Warehousemen’s Association. 

Printers’ Ink quotes Mr. Wood at some 
length regarding the campaign, in part 
as follows: 

“Only by advertising what the public 


can expect from the reputable ware- 
house can we discourage competitors 
with little or no equipment and experi- 
ence from entering the field. 


“We have been bothered in the past 

by competition from concerns which have 
not known their costs. They have cut 
prices and taken a part of our business 
away from us, since 90 per cent of the 
business is with women. The cut price 
appeals to them and sometimes blinds 
them to the more important considera- 
tions. ; 
“The most important work that our 
advertising will have to do is to sell 
people on our storage facilities. It is on 
storage that we must make our opera- 
ting profit, and we look to advertising 
to educate the people to what we have 
to sell.” 

The cost of the campaign, Printers’ 
Ink explains, has been split on a square 
footage basis, where the share of the 
biggest participant will run not more 
than a few hundred dollars the first year. 
Quoting further: 

“Members are capitalizing the adver- 
tising by using proofs of each piece of 
copy as it appears, as envelope stuffers, 
as posters in their offices, and on their 
vans.”

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New Business for Warehouses 


I. Iceless Refrigerating Equipment 


OR several years past the biggest thought in the 
worried life of the cold storage warehouseman has 
been iceless refrigeration. The facts and the out- 

look are familiar to every reader of Distribution and Ware- 
housing. And yet the very invention that so frets the 
ice man promises a wealth of new business to the mer- 
chandise warehouseman. 

In making this statement there is not, in the least, a 
desire to salve one man’s loss into another’s gain. What 
the ice man loses when his customers begin to use electric 
refrigeration does not benefit his fellow warehouseman 


who is a storer of merchandise. 


Electric refrigeration 
does, nevertheless, bring into being a vision of new busi- 
ness for the public storage executive—business so vast 
and so promising that it is to be the theme of the first 
installment of this series published under the general 
title ““New Business for Warehouses.” 

Iceless refrigeration, an expression hardly known three 
years ago, is today as common as radio in the thoughts 
of our people. Common though the thought may be, it 
is not generally appreciated how this new household appli- 
ance is taking the country by storm. 





7 ELVINATOR, the pioneer, has for 
twenty years been trying to gain 
headway, but until 1923 never was able 
to enter any homes save the most 
wealthy. But during the past summer 
(1925) conditions have so changed that 
orders to this maker have been coming 
in at the rate of 1000 a day, although 
the factory capacity is only 300-350 a 
day, or about 7500 machines a month. 
The sales of all makes of iceless re- 
frigerators, for household use, for the 
past four years have been about as 
follows:

These figures relate to domestic in- 
stallations only. The editor of Ice & 
Refrigération estimated, at the close of 
1924, that not more than 80,000 house- 
hold installations were in operation at 
that time, after twenty years of struggle 
to supplant the ice-box. Within twelve 
months of that statement, the number 
had doubled. Thus great has been the 
achievement of a single season. 

When to this domestic total is added 
the equipments used by florists and 
grocers, meat markets and soda foun- 
tains, it will readily be believed that 
between 200,000 and 250,000 outfits have 
been sold, for all purposes, up to the 
present time (November, 1925). 

During July and August of the pres- 
ent year the Liggett stores equipped 
eighty-five of their fountains in Greater 
New York with iceless freezing cabinets. 
Each cabinet of this sort accommodates 
from four to eight cans of ice cream. 
At some of the Liggett stores three 
such cabinets were necessary, while at 
their Times Square location § seven 
cabinet units were required. It is esti- 
mated that, at the present writing, in 
the entire country 25,000 ice cream 
cabinets of this type are in service. 

And so the story might go, with illus- 
tration after illustration to show how 
the new prodigy is growing. 








The Intelligent Way to 
Develop Profits 


AREHOUSEMEN who prac- 

tice high business standards 
will tell you that there is a wrong 
way and a right way to develop 
new business. 

The unethical way is to go after 
the profitable account which a com- 
petitor already handles.  Discus- 
sion of that method will not enter 
into these “New Business for 
Warehouses” articles. 

The intelligent way is to search 
for business of a character that is 
not already being handled either 
by yourself or your competitors.

In the same month, Sears-Roebuck 
turned over one of its large wood-and- 
metal-working plants to manufacture 
cabinets for 1926 for the Serv-El corpo- 
ration. 

Kelvinator is currently doing as much 
volume for the new product as National 
Cash Register is for its well-established 
line. 

Reports of earnings for the iceless 
refrigerating companies are carried each 
month in the financial columns of the 
metropolitan newspapers. 

Electric refrigeration is the greatest 


specialty for selling since the sewing 
machine was perfected, more than fifty 
years ago. For household marketing 
the new prodigy promises to outsell 
vacuum cleaners (of which 4,600,000 
have been sold) and electric washing 
machines (with 5,500,000 sales). 


Importance to Warehouses 


the month of September the manu- 
facturers were gasping for breath 
from their frantic efforts to meet orders 
during the summer months. In October, 


- however, they laid plans for the 1926 


onslaught. Their machines are being 
redesigned in order to overcome defects 
revealed in service. Their factories are 
being hurriedly extended in order to turn 
out machines. 

Kelvinator and Frigidaire, the first 
two in the field, have now an increasing 
brotherhood of competitors. Of these, 
six have become pretty well known: 
Serv-El, Superior, Electrice, Isco, 
Alaska and Kleen Kold. 

As preparations for another season 
are being made, it is rather generally 
known that our largest electrical manu- 
facturer is about to announce its en- 
trance into the field; the principal maker 
of radiators is understood to be on the 
verge of doing the same; and four or 
six other great corporations are in the 
offing which, as General Motors has done 
with Frigidaire, plan to add to their 
products this new line of fast-moving 
and highly-profitable merchandise. 

It is notable with these makers, one 
and all, that they advertise a unit which 
may be installed in the ice-box now 
owned by the home. In order, however, 
for this to be done, the ice-box must be 
“converted.” 

When the salesman puts in appear- 
ance, it is part of his plan to make the 
housewife see how utterly unfit her ice- 
box is for the new contrivance. She is per- 
suaded that the “converting” of the old 
box refrigerator will deprive her of the 
main benefits of “refrigeration by wire.”

In other words, the customer who ex- 
pected to buy for $175-$200 an equip- 
ment to be set within the old family ice- 
box, ends by laying down an additional 
$45 or $50 for a “complete cabinet 
model.” 

The manufacturing companies, with- 
out exception, are aiming to sell com- 
plete outfits. This is on the familiar 
principle that it is more profitable to 
sell a single customer a big bill of goods 
rather than to go after a second one 
for a fair-sized order. 

This phase in the selling of electric 
refrigeration is of the utmost impor- 
tance to the merchandise warehouseman. 

The refrigerating equipment, includ- 
ing its motor of from 1/6 to % hp. 
rating, occupies a storage space of 2-3 
cubic feet. The “complete cabinet model” 
makes a bulk of 45-58 cubic feet. The 
cabinet, in a word, requires for storage 
twenty times the space of the straight 
equipment. 


Factory Storage Does Not Exist 


VERY maker of iceless refrigera- 
tion, with possibly just one excep- 
tion, lacks absolutely any _ storage 
facilities. One maker has a _ limited 
storage. The plants have expanded with 
such mushroom rapidity that they can 
not build manufacturing units fast 
enough to catch up with their orders. 
They have had no time to give thought 
to factory storage—have, in fact, needed 
none for the simple reason that their 
equipments have been rushed to the 
freight depot as rapidly as fabricated. 
These “complete cabinet models,” be 
it remembered, are bulky. A carload 
holds only from 40 to 65 of them. Dur- 
ing the five months beginning with 
April, 1926, and ending with August, 
some 10,000 carloads of them well be 
marketed. 

This enormous bulk of goods can not 
be held at the factories. If it could be 
—which it can’t; and if it were to be, 
which it will not—the procedure would 
be ridiculous, for the mere -reason that 
freight cars would not be available to 
move the goods to market during the 
summer months. The obvious resort of 
the manufacturers will be, necessarily, 
to ship out the goods as manufactured. 

Herein is offered a fine opportunity 


for the merchandise warehouseman. 

The manufacturers, in this case, have 
no branches. Even their local agencies 
are few and far between. The iceless 
refrigerator is today without a complete 
system of local connections, and this 
statement applies alike to big cities and 
small towns. 

The industry has not created sales 
outlets such as ordinarily would take 
on the goods during the winter and 
somehow manage to house them until 
spring. Neither have the makers per- 
fected connections with wholesalers and 
similar distributors who might provide 
their own storages. 


Even Bulkier Units 


REAT as is the outlook for iceless 

refrigeration for the home, its 1926 
volume is to be yet greater for commer- 
cial uses. For one example, under the 
trade name of “Reolite” an iceless re- 
frigerator cabinet promises to alter the 
restaurant windows of America; while 
the florist, even in villages, who does 
not shortly display flowers in a re- 
frigerated window will be as sadly out 
of place as the meat market without a 
cooler. 

Iceless cabinets for soda fountains are 
sweeping the drug stores. Ice-by-wire 
goes even further. Fountain makers 
anticipate the bonanza business of their 
industry to date from 1926. 
will appear in villages, hundreds and 
hundreds of them; and in outlying rural 
stores at thousands of cross-roads where 
fountains have never been known. 

Heretofore, throughout all the South 
and Southwest where natural ice does 
not form in winter, the field for foun- 
tains has been limited to the larger 
towns—towns large enough to warrant 
an ice-making plant. Today, however, 
the barriers are down. Ice has become 
possible—rather, iceless' refrigeration 
has become possible—wherever the elec- 
tric wire goes. 

Through all the Blue Ridge and Pied- 
mont of Virginia and the Carolinas, 
through the water-power sections of 
Alabama and Georgia, through those 
wide stretches of utility-served parched 
counties of Texas and Arizona, refriger- 
ation-by-wire may now bring comfort to 
people who never saw a cake of real ice 
in their lives. 


Fountains - 


Iceless refrigeration and soda foun- 
tains and butchers’ coolers are now pos- 
sible over even a wider area, because 
iceless refrigeration flows from the 
wires of the local farm or store lighting 
plant. 

A friend of Distribution and Ware- 
housing, who spent three weeks of Sep- 
tember in Texas, informs the editor that 
within that single State he encountered 
not fewer than sixteen specialty travel- 
ing salesmen selling soda fountains with 
iceless cabinets for 1926 delivery. 

Picture, if you can, the warehouse 
bulk of all these fountains and their ice- 
less cabinets and their counters and 
their chairs going into only that one 
State, all of it directly due to iceless 
refrigeration. 

The meat markets of the larger cities 
have, within four years, been largely 
re-equipped with glass counter show 
cases in which refrigerating coils make 
possible a display of fresh meats. Ice- 
less refrigeration has done the trick. 
The manufacturers of butchers’ show- 
cases are alive to the new situation. 
They, too, are campaigning to sell new 
equipment to meat markets that have 
the old-style uncooled counters; they see 
limitless possibilities in the same locali- 
ties where the soda fountain has until 
today been out of the question and for 
identically the same reason. 

To these illustrations, add the del- 
icatessen stores and the fish markets. 
Add the smaller commercial units 
(single-can ice cream cabinets with %4 
hp. motor) for soft drink booths at 
picnic and bathing resort stands and at 
the unnumbered roadside filling station 
sheds. Add, finally, the alluring field 
to sell iceless refrigeration to the tens 
of thousands of farm dairies and 
creameries, cheese-making and_  egg- 
storing plants. 


New Business for Warehouses 


Fe EMEMBER, through all this un- 
folding of potential sales for 1926, 
that the whole of this bulky merchandise 
must be warehoused over the winter. 

The general freight agent of a leading 
carrier during September estimated that 
“there’ll be 30,000 carloads of those 
goods made up before spring,” his re- 
mark referring to domestic and commer- 
cial uses.

“The Becht Company is a large 
manufacturer of § fixtures for

butcher shops and the contract in- 
troduces the electric refrigerator 
industry into a new field. The 
machines are to be used in shops 
which have display cases, replac- 
ing the old method of displaying 
meats in glass cases filled with 
ice.” 








A few days after this comment was 
received the words were repeated to the 
president of one of the iceless refrigera- 
tion manufacturers, with a question as 
to how much the railroad man had ex- 
aggerated. The manufacturer figured a 
moment and then shot back: 

“Not a d bit! He’s away under. 

We’re under contracts for foun- 
tain and ice cream cabinets [to supply 
the refrigerating equipment]  that’ll 
take ten or eleven thousand cars, and 
we expect to turn out 100,000 domestic 
models of our own.” 

In the commercial registers are listed 
nearly 400 manufacturers of refriger- 
ators in this country; about fifty makers 





of refrigerating machinery and equip- 
ment; and fewer than twenty makers of 
iceless refrigerating outfits. These 
twenty concerns will bring to the 400 
and to the fifty the greatest hum their 
factories have ever known, besides creat- 
ing for themselves a phenomenal trade. 


In the Years Ahead 


There will go hand in hand with ice- 
less refrigeration great consumption of 
sulphur dioxide, ammonia, ethyl chloride 
and methyl chloride, one or another of 
which is used by each system. 

Warehouses should be on the lookout 
for accounts to store these chemicals, 
the demand for which will spread into 


localities where the chemical and am- 
monia makers have no branch storages 
for spot stock. 

Here, then, lies some new business! 

This vast bulk of goods is to be stored 
this winter, in 1925-1926. Probably for 
many years to come the volume will 
swell. The makers of these goods are 
largely without connections for storing. 

Warehousemen, go to it! Give the 
makers no excuse to erect private 
storages. See to it that they are told 
how to store the goods near the market 
where a postal card or a telephone call 
will load the order on a truck for de- 
livery before the customer can _ be 
switched by a competing salesman.

New Orleans Development 


Here Is a Tale of Warehousing Success 


By R. A. SULLIVAN 


HERE is an idea behind every outstanding success 

in business, in any of the professions or arts. Many 

companies are spending money to tell about their 
Service—with a capital S. Also, considerably money is 
being spent on old George E. Efficiency. Service and 
Efficiency are great little hand-maidens that help attain 
success. 

But there are other elements that contribute. George 
E. Butler, general manager of the O. K. Storage & Trans- 
fer Co.’s household goods warehousing business in New 
Orleans, is banking strongly on Education. And it works. 
In this manner: 

A few years ago the O. K. company, which has its 
home office in Memphis, Tenn., and branches in Louisville 
and Little Rock, sent Mr. Butler to New Orleans to take 
care of its plant there. The site was at 331 Decatur Street, 
in what is termed the Vieux Carré, or the old French 
section of the city. 


household goods warehousing busi- 
ness of the O. K. Storage & Trans- 
fer Co. in New Orleans, according 
to this writer. 

Education was, first, of the em- 
ployees of the company; then of 
the public. 

The furniture storage executive 
should get some hints out of what 
Mr. Sullivan here writes. 








Mr. Butler decided to couple Education with Service 
and Efficiency and it worked like well-known magic. It 
resulted in the company’s removal from the old French 
quarter to the most fashionable avenue in the city and the 
erection thereon of one of the finest furniture storage 
plants in the South. That was accomplished in less than 
three years after the branch was established. 


Old Education got in such lusty strokes that it was 
necessary, within a short time, to double the capacity of 
the space originally intended for the new building, and 
the addition will be completed about Nov. 15. 

The new structure, fireproof, has a frontage of 100 
feet along St. Charles Avenue, with a depth of 110 feet, 
and six floors of space. The earlier building had about 
25 feet of frontage and was 100 feet deep, with four floors.

HILE the company was endeavor- 

ing to get a foothold on some of 
the moving and storage business of the 
city Mr. Butler gave his Education idea 
a trial. He had only two vans and a 
dozen Negro workers. He got the van- 
men together at a little meeting and 
laid down the law. He told them it was 
not enough simply to move a customer’s 
property from one house to another, but 
that they must make the customer glad 
that he called on the O. K. to move him. 


Making Promises Good 


He impressed the importance of cour- 
tesy and the necessity for giving a cus- 
tomer more than had been promised. 

He began his educational course by 
making his men understand that when 
they were out moving goods that they 
were, in fact, the O. K. Storage & Trans- 
fer Co.; that the public would judge the 
company by the company’s representa- 
tives, that it was not only necessary for 
the office to “sell” the company’s ser- 
vice, but that it was up to the men to 
keep the company “sold.” 

Another item to which Mr. Butler 
gave considerable thought was his 
switchboard operator. He tried many 
before he found a young woman who 
seemed fitted for the work. Mr. Butler 
learned long ago that a switchboard op- 
erator can make friends or enemies for 
the house that employs her. For she, as 
well as the men out with the vans, also 
is the O. K. Storage and Transfer Co., 
and the tone of her voice and cheerful- 
ness will go a long way toward creating 
good will. 

Mr. Butler has succeeded in educating 
all his employees to the importance of 


understanding that they are the com- 
pany; and as the company grows, so will 
their individual jobs take on more and 
more importance and consequent re- 
muneration. He started with the idea 
of making all his employees who came 
in contact with the public take pride in 
the fact that each in himself was the 
company, and the impression that he 
created for himself would be the impres- 
sion that would be created regarding the 
company. 

The idea was so practical that it has 
resulted in increasing the two vans in 
operation three years ago to ten vans 
and the number of vanmen from twelve 
to sixty. 

The new warehouse, designed by Weis 
& Dreyfous, architects, is rated among 
the best appointed in the _ country. 
There are separate rooms and vaults for 
valuables and a system that prevents 
press marks from disfiguring the sur- 
face of valuable furniture. This rack 
system is the invention of Mr. Butler, 
and proves of great value where ordi- 
nary precautions against press marking 
are of little value because of the climate 
in the Gulf Coast States. 


Eliminating Handlings 


The addition, which adjoins the main 
building, is designed to carry out the 
architectural thought expressed in the 
other structure. A driveway is ar- 
ranged, in the rear, that permits vans 
to be discharged directly into the pack- 
ing room, thus eliminating a double and 
often treble handling of goods that are 
to be packed or crated for shipment out 
of town. Thirty feet at the front of the 
addition have been arranged for. shop 
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space, and will accommodate _ three 
stores. The neighborhood, it is believed, 
will support specialty shops of a high 
grade, and the space will be leased to 
such stores, according to present plans. 
The site itself is considered to be of im- 
mense value from an advertising stand- 
point. 

Mr. Butler was not satisfied with 
merely educating his employees. He 
liked that idea and toyed with it, added 
touches here and there, and was pleased 
with the results. 


“Telling the Public’’ 


But he had no sooner accomplished 
that purpose than he broadened his edu- 
cational campaign to include the public. 
He undertook this large order with con- 
fidence. He was faced with a peculiar 
problem, because Mr. and Mrs. New Or- 
leans have been in the habit of doing 
their moving on a stated day in the 
year—Oct. 1. It has always been a 
maddening day of rush, confusion, for- 
gotten articles, hastily and sometimes 
improperly packed and crated goods. 


The problem was to make moving day 
a matter of individual preference—a day 
that could be planned in advance with 
duties executed with the least worry. 
That could be arranged only through 
obliterating the one-day moving idea 
and substituting any day a family might 
choose. But it was a long and hard 
fight, because an established custom is 
a very difficult one for man to discard. 
It cannot be achieved in a year, or two, 
or three, or even five. But in five years 
considerable progress can be made, and 


’ Mr. Butler has proved it. 


Houses in New Orleans are let, for the 
greater part, on the lease system, and 
the leases generally begin Oct. 1. This 
was a hard problem to overcome; but 
renting is losing followers there because 
homestead associations make it com- 
paratively easy for families to buy. The 
purchase of a home may be made at any 
season of the year, and renters are get- 
ting out of their old houses and mov- 
ing into new homes on a greater scale 
now than ever before. They sub-lease, 
make arrangements to move, and are 
gone. 

Mr. Butler took advantage of this sit- 
uation, and by consistent advertising in 
local newspapers and in other mediums 
he has succeeded and is succeeding in de- 
livering his message to the public. His 
message is that time, worry and incon- 
venience can be spared by getting away 
from the one-day moving plan. 


The present has been the biggest sea- 
son of moving that New Orleans has 
ever known, Mr. Butler asserts. It has 
increased so rapidly that the company 
has been forced to add three big vans 
to its fleet and a dozen workmen to the 
van squad in the past four months. This 
period of the year, it should be remem- 
bered, has in the past been regarded as 


‘an “off season” for moving concerns in 


New Orleans. The increased volume be- 
came apparent in the middle of summer. 
And there is only one reason for this in- 
crease, according to the way Mr. Butler 
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views the situation, and that is because 
of his long and consistent advertising 
campaign in which he has been and is 
continuing as part of his program of 
Education. 

His newspaper advertisements are not

large. They are generally about five or 
six inches deep, one-column measure. In 
each he stresses some important factor 
that should make dealing with his com- 
pany a pleasure. 

It is indeed a house built by Education. 
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Service and Efficiency are included, of 
course—but in these days of business 
aggressiveness a house must give the 
public something “different.” Mr. But- 
ler believes he has—and is. The results 
of his experiment would seem to prove it. 


Following the Customer’s Rug Through 


the Modern Cleaning Process 


Some Thoughts on Methods and Practices 


O take a rug through the cleaning process in the 
order it would go through a modern plant, let us 
start with the driver picking up the rug at the cus- 
Here the driver makes a notation, on a 
tag in his delivery book, of the work desired—whether 
the rug is to be dusted, renovated, sized, or is in need of 
any minor repairs, as to fringes and bindings. 

Then the owner states the value of the rug—for most 
up-to-date carpet cleaners provide for insurance against 


tomer’s door. 


fhe equipment in a plant is usually 
dependent on the volume of business 
handled. There are two pieces of equip- 
ment which may be rightfully called 
essential, in every carpet cleaning plant, 
whether large or small. One is the 
vacuum cleaner. If a rug is to be 
cleaned quickly in a dry state, an ef- 
ficient vacuum cleaner is the best single 
means of doing the work. The other, the 
scrubbing machine, is an efficient and 
speedy aid to the vacuum cleaner. 

A beater or dust wheel is valuable 
wherever a cleaner’s business demands 
more equipment than a vacuum cleaner 
and scrubbing machine. 

A beater offers a quick, safe and sat- 
isfactory means of dusting rugs, and 
especially it is valuable if the dirt is 
caked in the rug. The regulation ma- 
chine does the beating by means of re- 
volving leather straps. Dusting wheels 
are used for the same work as are beat- 
ers. They should be carefully and prop- 
erly loaded to insure care of the rugs 
and good cleaning results. The wheel is 
specially well designed to break the 
“cake,” but after this is done additional 
time in the wheel will break the sizing 
and may rip or weaken the fabric. 

After the rug has been dusted, in a 
wheel or beater, it is laid flat and run

ARPET cleaning is an old busi- 

ness. The far easterns, makers 
of valuable rugs, have been clean- 
ing rugs by hand for the past two 
centuries—proving that the busi- 
ness is old, established, a neces- 
sity. 

In this article Mr. Morton dis- 
cusses a few of the more modern 
methods and practices of carpet 
cleaning—for the scrubbing ma- 
chine and the vacuum cleaner have 
virtually displaced hand scrubbing 
and scraping. 








over with the vacuum tool to take out 
all the lint and dirt. 

The next step is the shampooing. Car- 
pet cleaning with a scrubbing machine 
is a pleasure. The back - breaking 
drudgery of hand scrubbing is elim- 
inated. Slight pressures on the handle 
control the movement of the machine 
back and forth over the rugs. The soft 
palmetto brush thoroughly works the 
soap down into the nap of the rug, com- 
pletely dissolving the stains and loosen- 
ing the dirt. 


fire, theft, or loss from careless handling, on their cus- 
tomer’s rugs while in the cleaner’s possession.

the rug is picked up. 

The rug is taken to the plant, unleaded in the receiv- 
ing room, and marked with a waterproof tag on which 
is the information secured by the driver, together with 
the size and the charge.

It is hard to find men who will get 
down on their knees and scrub by hand 
from morning until night. Hand scrub- 
bing is too hard and too slow even to 
consider. 

Immediately after scrubbing’ the 
vacuum tool is used on the rugs to take 
off the suds and dirty water. Then, ac- 
cording to best and accepted methods, 
the rug should be rinsed and run over 
by the vacuum a second time. This does 
not need to be an inconvenience, as a 
sprinkling can or. spray nozzle on ordi- 
nary garden hose may be used. There 
are vacuum cleaners which will dis- 
charge the rinse water, dirt and suds 
direct to the sewer, so that no tanks, 
bags, screens or buckets need be 
emptied. 

A good reason for rinsing rugs may 
be found by comparing the rug with 
the human hair. The similarity is close. 
If the hair is not rinsed the second time 
there is some grease and soap left in 
the hair. This makes it necessary to 
wash it again soon. The rugs are not 
as clean and healthy looking if not 
rinsed. 

When the average rug has. been 
vacuumed it is about 80 per cent dry. 

The next place to which the rug is 
taken is the dry room. Here it is hung 
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by one end with the nap down, allow- 
ing it to hang perfectly straight. After 
a few hours, the exact number being en- 
tirely dependent on the particular dry 
room, the rug is taken out and then 
rolled up for delivery or laid on the floor 
and vacuumed again to groom or finish 
it if high grade work is desired. 

The purpose of this last vacuum proc- 
ess is to raise the nap and make it 
fluffy in appearance. 

At this point some rugs need sizing, 
others do not—depending on the age of 
the rug and its condition. Sizing is the 
stiffening substance put on the back to 
make the rug lie flat. This sizing may 
be applied easily and with little cost. 

The rug must be fastened, face down, 
after being stretched to its proper size. 


MATERIAL HANDLING 


Then by dissolving two pounds of glue 
in about sixteen quarts of water, boil- 
ing for about five minutes and allowing 
to cool, the preparation is ready to ap- 
ply. It is applied with a stiff broom or 
whitewash brush. 

Care should be taken not to make a 
coat of application on the back, but 
rather sprinkle the glue on just enough 
so that it starts to penetrate into the 
back. If sizing is applied too hot it will 
soak through into the nap and necessi- 
tate rescrubbing. 

All commercial carpet and rug clean- 
ers should be more attentive to the con- 
dition of the fringe on the rugs when 
they are returned. With a little extra 


work this fringe may be put in good 


a 
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condition. This is a case where “it is the 
little things that count.” 

The repairing of fringe and the sew- 
ing on of new bindings are services that 
customers have a right to expect from 
all cleaners. It does not require a spe- 
cialist to handle these lines. Any re- 
pairs other than these should be made 
by a specialist. The ordinary cleaner 
cannot be expected to handle them. 

We have pictured a rug being thor- 
oughly renovated by up to date methods 
in a modern carpet cleaning plant. The 
starting place was the owner’s home, 
thence through the process and the re- 
turn of the rug. 

The proper equipment with systematic 
process will result in astounding profits 
on a small investment. 


New Type of Electric Lift Tructor Is 
Announced by Elwell-Parker Company 


HE success of the electric lift tructor 

within buildings has tempted many 
users to increase the range of this type 
to more distant points on the premises 
where runways are in poor condition. 
In most instances this has required the 
extension of runways, although some 
concerns have not given proper values 
to such improvements. On the other 
hand, the yards and storage spaces are 
so extensive that the laying of ideal 
trucking surfaces would possibly require 
a prohibitive investment. 

The* improvement of the trucking tool 
has kept pace with the encouraging 
interest taken by the average user in 
its employment. The Elwell-Parker 
Electric Co., Cleveland, has developed a 
heavier unit of the electric lift type 
especially suited to travel runways not 
altogether smooth. This haulage unit 
is of broader gage than those designed 
particularly for inside operation. The 
gage of front and rear wheels is the 
same; i. e., 30 inches. They are fitted 
with 22-inch drive and 15-inch front 
wheels and with either 3% or 4% inch 
tread. Drive wheels are fitted with 
double row ball bearings weighing 13 
pounds each, and radial and thrust bear- 
ings measuring 7 inches in outside 
diameter. 

These wheels are carried on drop 
forged knuckles with drop forged levers 
pressed upon tapered serrations, assur- 
ing a firm union of the two. These 
knuckles support the weight of the 
axle, frame and load on a steel ball 
bearing recessed in a cup at the upper 
ends. The levers are fitted with bal! 
ends received in steering rod _ sockets. 
All rods are placed high beneath the 
platform to avoid contact with obstruc- 
tions on runways. The full floating 


alloy steel drive shafts are pressed into 
drop forged clutch plates bolted to out- 
side of drive wheels. These shafts are 
fitted with chrome-vanadium universal 
joints and engage the splines of differ- 
ential. 

An innovation 
found in the all-drop forged differential. 
The differential carries a special Brown 
& Sharpe phosphor bronze worm wheel, 
lock bolted between the two halves of 
the drop forged differential cage. <A 
multi-thread Brown & Sharpe steel 
worm on radial and thrust bearings with 
the above parts of differential, are as- 
sembled and adjusted at the bench and 
the whole dropped into the axle differ- 
ential pot. A new type of universal 
joint inside brake wheel connects drive 
worm to motor shaft with demountable 
armature. The motor is fitted with ball 
bearings. 

Another feature is the flexibility of 
the drive unit when traveling over 
rough surfaces or when platform is 
loaded unevenly. The tructor platform 
measures 40 inches in width by 72 inches 
in length and is formed from a single 
steel plate with deep side flanges. The 
platform nose is tapered to aid its in-

in tructor design is, 


sertion beneath a skid even though ap- 
proached from an angle. 


The lift of this platform is 6% inches. 
It is 17 inches high when in lowest posi- 
tion and 23% inches when raised. The 
importance of this is evident when con- 
sidering the following operation: and 
facts: 

The under side of the skid should 
clear the top of platform when down 
by a half-inch when tires are new, as 
the skid may not be placed on level 
floor. Then, as the tires become worn, 
there being practically one inch of 
rubber on tires, this clearance will be 
increased by just that much. Allowing 
for these conditions, the leg of the skid 
will clear the floor by from 5 to 5% 
inches, which is none too much. The 
underneath clearances of the tructor be- 
tween axles is 7 inches, as no lift me- 
chanism or working parts such as lift 
units or batteries, except the steering 
rods, are beneath the platform. 

Clearances are important when a 
tructor crosses door sills or passes over 
the crest of an incline or when a wheel 
drops into a runway depression. The 
frame on this new type is of the stand- 
ard commercial angles and channel 
heavy section type, hot riveted through- 
out, and offers possibilities for varying 
platform lengths. 

The low set all-steel battery compart- 
ment at one end is fitted with removable 
end doors and hinged cover to facilitate 
inspection or quick exchange of Exide or 
Edison storage batteries. The wiring is 
unusual in that the leads between con- 
troller and battery are continuous—no 
splices—to motor brush studs and motor 
field coils. The controller is of an 
entirely new design with reverse drum.

How Public Warehousing of Goods 
Costs Less Than Private Storage 


By H. A. HARING 








T HIS is the eighth of a series of 
articles which Mr. Haring is 
writing for Distribution and Ware- 
housing under the general title of 
“Public Warehousing and _ Eco- 
nomic Distribution.” 
In the accompanying text the 


author points out to the national 
distributor how and why it is 
cheaper for the average shipper 
to route his products through the 
public commerical storage plant 
rather than operate his own pri- 
vate storage building. 


Mr. Haring’s ninth article, to 
be published in the December issue, 
will be supplementary along this 
same line, in that it will cite ex- 
amples of how public warehousing 
costs less than private—based on 
experiences of distributors. 








HE first warehouses were not public. 


They were 


very nearly that proportion, showed the storage house to 


"T ouin by the owners of goods to store their own 

merchandise. This was the case with the coffee 
warehouses of Brazil, with the cotton mills of England, 
with the tin mills of Great Britain, with the implement 
and vehicle makers of America. Merchants and large com- 
panies erected storages for their own products. 

It is, in fact, not more than thirty-five or forty years 
since the idea made headway for a public warehouse to 
accommodate the goods of all applicants. Everywhere 
and for every commodity there emerged a like difficulty. 
The private warehouse was wasteful, and the larger the 
business of the owner the worse became this waste. For 


about four months of the year the storages were crammed 
to the roofs; for about two months (one before and 
one following the four), the houses were comfortably filled; 
then, for nearly six months, the quantities in store were 
so small that only the rats lived well. Half the year, or

— history of American commercial 
warehousing began when private 
storers came to see distinctly the rea- 
son for its expenses. Like a physician 


idle—with rent and interest, wages and 


be a drag on profits. 

Members of the American Warehousemen’s Association 
know how the implement warehouse and the merchandise 
warehouse budded forth from this condition. By matching 
one storer’s peak of demand against another’s valley of 
empty floors, the public warehouseman wrought out for 
himself a fairly even volume of business. Before that time 
the storage of goods reasonably near the market was 
necessary much as it is today. That storage, however 
before 1890 or 1891, represented an added cost for the 
goods. It was not then possible to aver, as today it is, 
that proper warehousing cuts costs. 

This bit of development is here reviewed in order to 
get the right setting to consider the question which is 
most often plumped at the practical warehouseman when 
he goes after a new account—that question being some 
form of: ‘How does the public warehouse cost less 
than the private?”

with his patient: the disease was diag- 
nosed, the trouble was set off by itself 
so definitely that all could understand 
it, and then the remedy was applied. 
The manufacturers of thirty-five years 
ago realized that their private storages 
were necessary for about six months of 
each year. During that half of the year 


maintenance, running against them, not 
quite so heavily as when in full-tide use, 
but nearly as much. 

The disease by that time had a name. 
The name was “Costs-too-Much.” The 
manufacturer of wagons in those days 
had his storages. So had the maker of 
sleighs (for sleighs were used in those 


mer months, whereas the stove makers 
were building more storages every sum- 
mer and then letting them freeze up in 
winter because not a stove remained to 
heat even the storagehouse office. 

The remedy, as we know, was direct 
and effective. The public implement 
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warehouseman dovetailed harvesting ma- 
chinery against dairy equipment and 
against plows; the merchandise ware- 
houseman balanced rubber boots against 
straw hats, lap-robes against parasols, 
ice-boxes against hot-air furnaces. In 
this manner, the benefits of storage 
were retained. At <ne same time losses 
were eliminated. From that time to the 
present the public warehouse has cut 
costs all the year for its patrons. 

Some such sketch as this of warehouse 
history helps to lay before the unbe- 
liever a reply to the question. The pub- 
lice warehouse began to displace the 
private storagehouse because the public 
took up the slack of the private. The 
public permitted the manufacturer to 
quit warehousing when his need dropped 
off. The public warehouse was elastic, 
as the private storage could not hope to 
be. 

Small wonder that implement and ve- 
hicle makers flocked to the new industry, 
and less surprising that manufacturers 
of all sorts of goods began to cut their 
costs by side-stepping the months of 
empty stores. 


A Few Exceptions 


F, furthermore, we bear in mind how 

the public warehouse began, we can 
understand why many manufacturers of 
today have reverted to private storages. 
The largest single class of non-patrons 
are such for only one reason. They are 
so large and their lines are so diversified 
that their own products provide ebb and 
flow between seasons. Taking all their 
products as a whole, the slow season of 
one offsets the fast season of another. 


To even out the year’s factory opera- 
tion and to keep the sales force em- 
ployed throughout the fifty-two weeks is 
a primary aim of factory management. 
Corporations are formed of _ several 
smaller units largely for this purpose, 
and if the warehouseman will scan the 
financial pages of his newspaper he will 
discover daily confirmation of this tend- 
ency. The advertisements of new flota- 
tions of securities use such expressions 
as “a well rounded business” and “the 
corporation as a going concern will 
maintain efficient production owing to 
the wide diversity of its products.” Gen- 
eral Motors has added to its business of 
making automobiles a growing lot of 
wholly separated industries in anticipa- 
tion of the years when slump may over- 
take the main investment of its capital. 

Two of our principal makers of heat- 
ing boilers, radiators, etc., have entered 
the making of iceless refrigerators for 
exactly that reason. Refrigerating is a 
summer, while heating is a winter, em- 
ployment of their capital. Another 
striking illustration is the sudden prom- 


inence of Florida, which is due to many 
causes but of these the one that prom- 
ises permanence to the boom is the 
concerted effort by that State to create 
a year-round development. Winter-re- 
sort income is to be supplemented by 
summer-months agricultural and manu- 
facturing output, evidenced by the scores 
of prizes offered, research bureaus es-

tablished, State and city investigations, 
etc., now in progress in that State for 
this announced purpose. 

Coming, then, from illustrations to the 
concrete, the largest group of private 
warehousing among manufacturers is 
composed of those concerns whose prod- 
ucts cover a range of seasons. Those 
companies whose own goods fill up the 
valley of emptiness in storage with the 
peak of other lines, find private ware- 
houses profitable. For them, the private 


storage brings the same economies that 
the public warehouse brings other con- 
cerns. 

Conversely, the biggest patrons of 
our public warehouses are those manu- 
facturers whose product is out of bal- 
ance, either seasonal or spotty. It must 
not be overlooked, furthermore, that 
many a factory which makes two or 
three lines that round out a full year of 
factory operation are still unable profit- 
ably to do their own storing. In Chi- 
cago is a maker—of lotions for chapped 
hands—who tells me that his runs 
evenly all the year, but that shipments 
in summer go wholly to South America; 
in Portland (Maine) is another maker, 
of a similar line, whose export business 
was deliberately built up for the same 
purpose. 

Manufacturers of this sort may be 
able to round out the year nicely for 
the factory and yet be unable to do their 
own storing over the country. 

The public warehouseman looks with 
covetous eye on the great volume of 
goods stored in private houses of na- 
tionally-known corporations. It is use- 
less to weep. Those corporations at- 
tain for themselves all the economies 
of the public warehouse. They are no 
more likely to become patrons than a 
certain class of boys and girls are likely 
to go through the public high school; 
their social standing (or their imagined 
social standing) makes them prefer the 
private or “select” school. 

Other reasons, of course, influence 
private storing, such as occurs for goods 
unsuitable to public warehousing; trade 
wherein fear of information leaking to 
competitors creates unreasoned prejudice 
against the public warehouse; lines 
where the goods must be processed or 
finished or assorted immediately before 
delivery. 


Agency Storing Economical 


E have tried to describe the sort of 

manufacturers for whom private 
storing is defensible, probably best. For 
other types of factories, agency storing 
has ceased to be a losing venture through 
recourse to the public warehouse. In 
increasing volume goods are stored with 
professional warehousemen. 

The agency frees itself of responsi- 
bility for care of the goods, their han- 
dling and reshipping, the record keeping 
and inventorying. For all full-package 
business, for the ordinary manufacturer, 
the warehouse does everything with ex- 
perienced and expert help. 

At once the sales agency has at com- 
mand all the functions of the warehouse. 
It rids itself of uncongenial tasks—tasks 
which are a nuisance to the sales man- 
ager. To him the _ supervision over 
clerical and laboring help is often ex- 
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tremely irksome. In fact, the qualities 
which make a good sales manager for 
the branch are not apt to be qualities 
that make a good storehouse manager. 
The high pressure salesman’s tempera- 
ment is quite opposite to that of the 
good stockroom manager, and yet where 
the agency is of the usual size the 
branch manager must assume responsi- 
bility for the packing and shipping of 
the goods. Unless the volume warrants 
a large storehouse with competent staff, 
salesmanship is likely to be impeded by 
the handicap of supervising the store- 
rooms. If, however, the gcods are with 
a public warehouseman the sales force 
is permitted to concentrate all effort on 
its proper duty: selling the goods. 

Aside from soliciting the order and 
approving the credit, the modern ware- 
house performs most of the functions of 
a jobber. 

Sales forces for a territory may tele- 
phone or write their requisitions for 
goods to the warehouseman, who will 
ship and make due report to the dis- 
tant factory. 

Full-package goods (and of course 
often broken packages as well) can be 
stencilled and the shipping done by the 
warehouseman fully as well as by the 
branch stockman. 


Inventories and_ reports, honoring 
orders from customers on the credit list, 
and some other things, flow as easily to 
the home office from the warehouse mail- 
box as from the agency’s office in the 
sky-scraper. 

The warehouse accompanies its report, 
moreover, with one thing that the 
agency storeroom never can attain—with 
each report goes the charge for the ser- 
vice. The cost is known to a penny for 
each shipment and there is no adjust- 
ment of the account at the close of the 
month or the year to explain away un- 
expected costs. 


The public warehouse renders its 
charges on a unit basis of merchandise, 
as the branch cannot possibly do. That 
cost may be known in advance, because 
quotations, too, are on the unit of goods. 
Those units tend to conform to the same 
units that figure in manufacturing cost 
accounting. Merchandise is sold on the 
unit basis. The warehouse quotes its 
charges on the same basis, that basis 
being, also, the measure of sales pricing. 
There is a distinct advantage to the 
maker of goods who knows every item 
in the cost of the goods down to the 
point where it is offered for sale. 


The Public Warehouse Is Flexible 


| en new products, the public ware- 
house is generally used. The maker 
is unable to estimate sales distribution 
with exactness. Goods may be allocated 


to public warehouses at anticipated mar- 
kets. Should that market not prove 
successful, no liability has been incurred 
that will continue after withdrawal. 
Storage rooms have not been rented; a 
staff of help has not been organized; 
annual contracts for telephone and ser- 
vice have not been assumed. 

With a new product, furthermore, 
early effort is directed to the marketing 
—the selling. It is a serious handicap 
to the sales force trying to break into 
an unknown territory to be obliged to

find and organize a shipping department, 
with all the perils of “warehouse leak- 
age” from the employment of help in a 
city where acquaintances are few. 


From the viewpoint of the public 
warehouseman, one of the highly in- 
teresting things in the business is to 
watch new accounts. 


As the business of the manufacturer 
increases, the turnover of warehoused 
stock gets faster and faster, with the 
usual two carloads of reserve stock 
climbing to about four. Then comes a 
a time when he notices that the ship- 
ping radius is suddenly cut down, and 
he knows that another warehouse stock 
has been spotted with some neighboring 
trade city. When this has gone on once 
or twice, the warehouseman is prepared 
for what only too often happens: total 
loss of the account, not through dissatis- 
faction with public warehouses but sole- 
ly because the volume has grown so 
large that the manufacturer has built his 
own storehouse. The volume has reached 


the point that flexibility no longer rests 
with the public warehouse but the mak- 
er’s products have themselves been so 
diversified that flexibility is provided 
within the agency itself. 


Failure of New Ventures 


UBLIC warehouses, if their records 
were available, could tell many a tale 
of concerns come to grief. Not all ven- 
tures into new markets prove profitable. 


First are those manufacturers who at- 
tempt to sell direct and eliminate the 
jobber and wholesaler. For some rea- 
son or another they come tu believe that 
proper representation of the goods is 
not obtained through jobbers, but that 
direct selling and direct delivering will 
swell sales. A branch sales agency is 
opened, with goods in public storage. 


At once the new method meets sales 
resistance on the part of the jobbers 
who formerly profited from the line. 
They now obstruct sales, both by depre- 
cating the goods which formerly they 
handled and by pushing rival and com- 
peting makes. The salesmen encounter 
also difficulties within their own con- 
cern, usually through the credit depart- 
ment located at the home office in a dis- 
tant State. Local accounts which the 
jobber was willing to carry and was per- 
fectly secure in approving fail to pass 
muster with the factory credit man, and 
they are, quite often, unsafe for the 
factory, separated by all the influences 
that make for slow pay to distant 
creditors. 


For such reasons, the venture of an 
independent selling method in a terri- 
tory may fall flat. 


Second of manufacturers who open 
agencies for sales are those who are 
extending their market horizon. They 
open an agency in order to introduce 
the goods. A concern, as an example, 
that has made a success with a pipe 
fitting line at Wheeling and has spread 
out by successive stages to Pittsburgh 
and Cleveland, decices to enter the oil 
fields of the Southwest. It would nat- 
urally open offices at Beaumont, Shreve- 
port, Wichita Falls, Hutchinson, etc., or 
a part. of these centers. Sales can be 
effective, with such a product, only by 
having spot stocks for instantaneous de- 
livery—quickness of delivery and com- 
pleteness of stock being positively es- 
sential for oil-well merchandising. 


With such a concern as that of our 
illustration, it might well occur that 
Beaumont would prove unsuccessful as 
a market—the new salesman might fail 
to make good; rival makers might be 
found to be solidly intrenched; the local 
price situation might wipe out profits. 
A score of causes may spell failure. The 
sales agency might be discontinued sum- 
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marily at the close of a quarter or a 
year of effort. 

In either of these instances the stock 
of goods with public warehouse is the 
first device of the manufacturer to at- 
tack the new market. If he be wise and 
experienced he will not so much as con- 
sider building up his stock in his own 
storage. The public warehouse’s flexi- 
bility is a tremendous gain. 

Should the new venture succeed, sell- 
ing can proceed without the difficulties of 
dividing attention between selling and 
delivering. Should the new venture fail, 
the agency may be closed when the 
salesman buys his railroad ticket for 
home. The public warehouseman serves 
to ease off the spot stock as orders do 
come in; it may even result, as in fact 
often it does, that a small volume of 
business can be retained for the manu- 
facturer by requisitioning the ware- 
houseman for deliveries from the home 
office. 

The number of such abandoned agen- 
cies is very large. With most of the 
States the laws are such that a corpora- 
tion entering for business transactions 
must domesticate itself, with payment 
of an initial fee, etc. Thus there be- 
comes available, in the office of the Sec- 
retary of States, the names of those 
concerns that enter a State intending 
to do business. The annual mortality 
of “foreign corporations”, as these are 
known in the law, is heavy. 

In California, 284 foreign corporations 
which qualified during 1922 and each of 
which is recorded as being purely a sales 
agency, had withdrawn by January, 1925. 
Some of them had formally certified to 
their intention to quit the State. Others 
merely shut their office doors without 
the formality of filling final report as 
required by the statute. 


T exas—Kansas—Ohio 


The Chamber of Commerce of one 
Texas city has a list of 39 such concerns 
that opened sales offices in that city dur- 
ing 1922 but which had disappeared from 
that market by the close of 1924; a 
striking two-years’ mortality. 

The State of Kansas by its records 
finds that 80 foreign corporations of 
those domesticating in 1922 failed to 
make report two years later, of which 
number “we would judge,” said the State 
official in charge of the records, “that 
easily two-thirds were selling agencies.” 

In Ohio, the entering corporation must 
disclose in its application the purpose 
for which it wishes to domesticate. In 
that State, “between 400 and 425 foreign 
corporations that applied for admission 


in 1922 have withdrawn to the present . 


date.” (Letter dated in March, 1925.) 

Failure of new selling ventures is thus 
seen to be a reality. The manager of the 
New Industries Bureau of the Chamber 


of Commerce of one of our great job- 
bing cities, in an interview, tells that 
his body makes it a rule to recommend 
the use of public warehouses to new sales 
branches. With unusual and refreshing 
frankness this gentleman says: 

“Our business is to boost the city. 
We’re after everything in sight. That 
doesn’t mean that we have to tell lies 
all the time, and one thing we have to 
admit is that just to open up an office 
a cicensne is not assurance of success. 
At lot of concerns find no market in our 
trade territory for their output. 

“That’s why we do all we can to keep 
their first year’s costs down. We try 
to show them how to come in here with 
a strong rope reaching back toward 
home. We try to get them to take small 
offices on short leases, and we almost 
compel them to stow their stuff in the 
commercial warehouse. The cost is low, 
and it’s easier for them to wrap up their 
tents and sneak back if they blow up.” 


Another Phase of Flexibility 


* OMPLETE flexibility, even under 
A most favoring circumstances, hardly 
comes to the independent storage. Large 
corporations, with all their ability, can 
not cope with conditions. 

When a corporation erects its own 
warehouse it is the part of wisdom to 
build with regard to the future. - It 
would be the height of folly to construct 
only such a warehouse as present de- 
mands compel. The result is, therefore, 
that eight-story houses are put up when 
present demands are for five stores, but 
with every prospect that ten years will 
require the full building. 

One corporation comes to mind which 
in 1919 and 1920 built three fine ware- 
houses (Atlanta, Denver, Los Angeles). 
Pressure for additional storage facilities 
had been acute for five years at each 
of these markets. The warehouses were 
designed in accordance with best judg- 
ment at the time. Nevertheless, by the 
day the buildings were completed, busi- 
ness had so fallen away that there was 
not even the demand there had been, to 
say nothing of a forward-looking pros- 
pect. Today, after five years, not one 
of the three is occupied wholly by the 
manufacturer’s own goods. A_ ware- 
houseman has leased part of one, while 
whole floors of the others are sublet to 
other manufacturers for storage pur- 
poses. Says the company’s responsible 
officer: 

“All three were terrible blunders. 
They cost us more than we ought to pay 
for storage, and the only good thing I 
know for them is that they help our 
income tax liabilities.” 

In Chicago, within six months, a nine 
or ten-story private storage has been 
occupied by another eastern corporation, 
built by themselves for their own use. 


The building looks to the future, as may 
be judged by the fact that two floors 
are still untenanted and two have been 
sublet to others. The whole project is 
unquestionably justified, but it does em- 
phasize that private storage lacks the 
flexibility of the public warehouse. 

The patron of a public warehouse can 
lease or cancel space almost at will. He 
can add to or cut from his warehouse 
contract as the volume of goods rises 
or falls. 


In Cold Storage 


i the field of cold storage exactly the 
same principles obtain. The domi- 
nant private storagers in cold storage 
are the meat packers, who probably 
control upwards of 50 per cent of the 
storage capacities. Other important 
users of cold storage have their private 
houses. And yet, with cold storage, 
easily 40 rer cent. of the total is operated 
for public custom. 

Next to meat, the two principal cold 
storage products are eggs and butter. 
Their seasonal characters are abundantly 
known. If a private storage were used 
only for eggs, it would operate profitably 
for six months of the year, would do 
fairly well for another three, but would 
do nothing for the remaining three 
months. Butter follows about the same 
proportion of in and out. With apple 
storage, five months of good volume are 
about the maximum, followed by two 
fair months and then by five of nothing 
in storage. 

The expense of cold storage is a bit 
more evident than that for merchandise 
storing but in principle there is no differ- 
ence. If the cold storageman had nothing 
to store but eggs, he would make no 
profit; if he had to maintain a refriger- 
ating plant for nothing but apples (in 
refrigerated store), he would be ruined. 
For the industry, however, the ebb and 
flow of food products to large extent 
offset each other, with the result that 
the owner of the goods of any sort buys 
storage when he needs it. He saves the 
expense in the off-season for his line of 
produce. He enjoys complete flexibility 
of capacities, because the public ware- 
house balances his needs against the 
needs of others. 

The wish is often expressed, without 
due information, that more cold-storage 
facilities should be built at producing 
points. Temporary storage near the 
producing area is emphasized by every 
marketing survey of city or national 
commission. Cold storage protection for 
perishables should be unbroken al! the 
way from grower to consumer, accord- 
ing to these surveys, and it should in 
particular extend backward to the farm 
as near as may be. Cold storage is rec- 
ommended for perishables with as little 
thought as though it were shed protec- 
tion for grain or cotton. 
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One such recommendation was that 
of the National Agricultural Conference 
at Washington (1922) which, after a 
whole week of deliberation, put itself on 
record as believing: 


“There is a need on the part of in- 
dividual producers and producers’ organ- 
izations of agricultural products. 
for better facilities for the temporary 
holding of farm products in cold storage 
until delivery or shipment is made. Such 


facilities would tend to prevent waste, 
maintain quality, equalize the flow of 
goods and generally improve marketing.” 

Two difficulties stand in the way: 

1. Cold storage is expensive to erect 
and costly to operate. 

2. No single producing district has 
such variety of products that cold 
storages, even if available, would be in 
use throughout the year. 

No farm owner, therefore, and no pro- 
ducing association, would be warranted 
in constructing his own cold storage 
houses. The lack of flexibility would 
court financial ruin, and yet by shipping 
to marketing centers that same producer 
ean for reasonable charges house his 
produce in public cold storage on a basis 
that gives ideal flexibility. He pays 
when he stores; he saves all expense 
when he sells the produce.

An Illustration 


CONTRACTING firm that does busi- 

ness throughout the country has 
recently come to a warehousing policy. 
Its custom had been to erect temporary 
sheds, on each “job,” of familiar board- 
and-tar-paper character. Steel and brick 
and lumber is stored in the open; cement 
under cover. In addition to these items, 
a building requires a wide variety of 
other materials. 

A contractor, doing business in his 
home city, owns usually a _ storehouse 
of his own from which he trucks the 
material as needed on the job, but when 
a contractor goes into another locality 
he is unable to take with him his store- 
house. He erects, as a rule, a temporary 
shed of the sort just described. 

The contractor in question has gone 
one step further. The reason may be 
given in his words: 

“Too much disappeared. A shed has 
too many exits. Even a watchman gives 
us the slip sometimes, and the only way 
we’ve found to be sure of him is to hire 
someone else to watch the watchman.” 

This contractor now uses public ware- 
houses. The window frames, the glass, 
the paint, the elevators, the wiring ma- 
terial, the fixtures both for plumbing 
and for electrical use, the hardware, the 
mosaic sheets, the rubber and brass 
goods—everything except the roughest 
of materials—are consigned from maker 
direct to a convenient warehouse. There 
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it lies until needed in construction. Says 
the contractor: 

“No one ever came to tell us about 
warehouses. We stumbled into the thing 
fell into it backwards when we were try- 
ing to get out of the mud.” 

Of the advantages, he has this to re- 
port: 

“It used to be all botheration to have 
things on the job when we wanted them 
but not have them sticking around before 
we needed them. That’s all gone in 
smoke. I don’t care how quick they ship 
the hardware or the plate glass. When 
it’s in the warehouseman’s shanty I 
know it’ll be here when I ’phone for it 
and nobobdy smashing through the win- 
dow some night to sell the brass to a 
junkman.” 

The cost, as experienced by this firm, 
is of no consequence; or, as put in a 
representative’s own words: 

“We save enough from bootleggers on 
the job to flue-coat the warehouse’s bill 
—enough, I gues, to gold-leaf it too.” 

It is found also that makeis of mate- 
rials for the structure, whose contracts 
call for shipment at specified dates in 
the future, prefer te ship the goods as 
soon as manufactured, holding them in 
the warehouse for release at the agreed 
date. 

The contractor is thus assured of no 
delay shutting off his supplies, with the 
added comfort that if he should want 
the goods ahead of schedule they can be 
tapped on an hour’s notice. 


San Francisco’s Vehicular Subway Saves Time for 


City's Warehousemen and Truckers 


AREHOUSEMEN _ and _ trucking 

company executives in San Fran- 
cisco report a time-saving of from forty- 
five to sixty minutes each day through 
the use of the city’s new vehicular tunnel 
under Market Street, in front of the 
ferry building. The tube was opened as 
a popular necessity developed by the 
constantly increasing business of Amer- 
ica’s western metropolis. 

Aecording to a fairly accurate check, 
more than 8000 vehicles passed through 
the new subway between 6 a. m. and 6 
p. m. of the first day it was opened. 
Heavy loads of merchandise in transit 
between wharves and warehouses, food- 
stuffs, and truck loads of structural steel 
and cement, were in the steady stream of 
vehicles which poured in and out all day 
long. 

Members of the police squad on duty 
at the ferry building reported a marked 
lessening of traffic congestion—in fact 
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there was no congestion except during 
the rush period. 

Warehousemen, and trucking company 
managers stated that as a result of the 
time-saving their trucks were enabled to 
haul an average of a load and a half 
more each work-day. 


The total length of the subway is 986 
feet, extending from Mission Street on 
the south to Merchant Street on the 
north, including ‘approaches each 298 
feet in length and a closed section 390 
feet long. 

At either end the closed section ex- 
tends 85 feet beyond the nearest street 
railway loop, to provide a _ pedestrian 
way and passage for automobiles to and 
from the ferry building. 

The width of the subway is 23 feet, 
accommodating trucks moving in single 
file in each direction, and the clearing 
height is 13 feet. 

The cost of the structure was approxi- 
mately $350,000 of which the California 
State Board of Harbor Commission paid 
50 per cent, San Francisco 25 per cent, 
and the Municipal Railway and the 
Market Street Railway each 12% per 
cent.

Will Consider Economic Waste 





National Committees to Meet in Washington Next Month to 
Pursue Inquiry Relative to Trade Statistics, Market Methods 
and Other Fundamentals in “‘No-Man’s Land of Business”’

tising and business men engaged in the study or 
application of the manifold methods by which com- 
modities find their way from the producer to the ultimate 
consumer will meet in Washington in December to chart 
what has hitherto been virtually an unmapped region in 
the broad field of commerce—domestic distribution. 
They will trace out the labyrinthine highways and 
byways which mark the many courses followed in the 
ordinary day’s work of buying and selling. Incidentally 
they will point out some of the many pitfalls and obstacles 
encountered which result in the loss of many hundreds of 
millions of dollars every year in the doing of the gigantic 
job of supplying the American public with what it wants. 
This field of economic exploration, in many respects a 
no-mtan’s-land of business, embraces everything that comes 
under the name of marketing. It extends from the corner 
grocery store and tobacco store to the great manufactur- 
ing plant with selling agencies in all corners of the coun- 
try, covering not merely the actual passing of goods and 
commodities from hand to hand but also the methods by

which buyer and seller are brought together and an 
equilibrium maintained between supply and demand. 

Preliminary surveys of the field are approaching com- 
pletion. For the greater part of the year a score of 
committees and sub-committees of the National Distribu- 
tion Conference, organized by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, have been scrutinizing the methods 
by which transactions aggregating approximately $56,000,- 
000,000 a year are carried on. 

This figure iS no more than a vague estimate. There is 
at present no accurate way of determining within a few 
billions what the total sales of various goods and com- 
modities are in the United States. 

Nor is there any way of ascertaining how much of this 
sum represents economic waste. 

This lack of information of stocks on hand, production, 
sales and market requirements is itself probably account- 
able for the loss of a huge amount of money annually 
which, in the end, is charged up to profit and loss and 
paid out of the pockets of the consuming public.

ow dealing with figures of this mag- 
nitude details which might ordinarily 
appear insignificant assume an impres- 
sive importance. Even the boxes in 
which goods are packed constitute an 
item for serious consideration. One in- 
vestigating committee, for example, sug- 
gests that millions of dollars could be 
saved to industry every year if manu- 
facturers and retailers were to agree 
upon standard sizes and materials for 
containers so that they might be used 
both for shipping goods and storing 
them on the merchant’s shelves. 

What are termed unethical credit 
practices are held accountable for the 
loss of many more millions. Figures 
are cited showing that in 1924 there 
were 20,500 commercial failures in the 
United States, with liabilities of $542,- 
000,000, of which between 40 and 50 per 


mates of losses due to credit frauds are 
cited ranging from $150,000,000 to 
$400,000,000 annually. 

Other sources of waste, no less impor- 
tant, will be brought to the attention 
of the conference, but all of these will 
be incidental to the main purpose, which 
is to blaze a way for the more deliberate 
study of the many factors entering into 
the problem of distribution—the sum 
total of all the practices and methods de- 
vised to meet in a highly organized civ- 
ilization the needs that were once met 
by simple roadside bartering. 


The conference, when it meets, will 
have before it six surveys, each cover- 
ing a general phase of distribution. 
These will deal with the collection of 
business figures as a means toward ac- 
complishing economies in distribution; 
trade relations; advertising and adver- 


conditions affecting distribution. 

The first of these surveys, made by a 
committee of which Owen D. Young is 
chairman and the membership of which 
was designated, at the request of the 
conference, by Secretary Hoover, will in- 
dicate a method looking to avoidance of 
the disastrous boom and slump, char- 
acterized by Secretary Hoover as “the 
greatest waste in our economic system.” 
This will involve providing information 
where information is now lacking. 


To Gather Statistics 


we it costs to feed and clothe and 
house the American public is now 
largely a matter of economic guesswork. 
The manufacturer, the wholesaler and the 
retailer are now obliged to grope their 
way for lack of statistics to guide them.

Distribution and Warehousing 
November, 1925 


Fifty makers of kitchen tables might 
decide, each individually, that their prod- 
uct will be in demand because of an ap- 
parent local scarcity and begin to turn 
them out feverishly, with a resultant 
glut of the market and a decided slump 
in the kitchen table business. The same 
is true to some extent of every other 
commodity or article. 

Figuratively speaking, the survey 
will indicate ways by which the coun- 
try at large will be informed of the 
number of kitchen tables it requires 
and what preparations are afoot to sup- 
ply them. In other words, it will sug- 
gest statistical methods to show what 
the demand for certain commodities is, 
what stocks are available, and what 
should be provided to meet actual re- 
quirements, primarily as a check against 
overproduction and overbuying, two of 
the chief sources of waste in distribution 
paid for in the form of business stagna- 
tion or “hard times.” 

This, incidentally, will enable manu- 
facturers and producers to curtail waste- 
ful marketing efforts and establish sales 
quotas based on needs to be met. 

There is now no basis for estimating 
how much money is expended unwisely 
in attempts to sell commodities in mar- 
kets where there is little or no demand 
for them. The commonly cited fallacy 
of selling is that natives of the tropics 
will buy fur coats, but it is found to 
enter to some degree into all selling. 
It might be almost as futile to attempt 
to sell at certain times, in certain mar- 
kets, wooden spoons, or top hats, or 
knitted sweaters. The merchant and 
manufacturer must depend upon their 
own sagacity. There are no figures to 
guide them. 


Trade Relations 


TIXHE second survey, made by the com- 

mittee on trade relations, will point out 
some of the abuses resulting in waste 
and suggest methods for their correction. 
It covers a region of trade practice into 
which the Federal Trade Commission it- 
self has only to a very limited extent 
penetrated—practices which have not 
been labeled unfair, but which, never- 
theless, are unsound and costly. 


These abuses are attributed to price 
fluctuations, overselling and overbuying, 
and a variety of other causes. Some of 
those cited are cancellations and returns; 
delays in delivery; substitution; unethi- 
cal credit practices; and discrimination 
among customers. All of these contribute 
to the sum total of economic waste in- 
volved in distribution. 

“The experience of every’ business 
man with trade abuses,” it is found as 
the result of a preliminary survey, “is 
bound to make him realize the enormous 
cost of doing business of the existence 
of lawless and unethical practices be- 
tween producers and distributors. Some- 
times these losses can be measured with 
a fair degree of accuracy, as in the case 
of fraudulent bankruptcies. Obviously 
there is not a single business practice 
which we have described as unethical 
for which someone does not bear a heavy 
cost. 


DISTRIBUTION INQUIRY 


“The consumer pays for unethical 
practices all along the line—in substi- 
tuted merchandise, wrong sizes, etc. The 
salesman who treats a buyer to an ex- 
pensive evening’s entertainment and the 
buyer who accepts it are together in a 
conspiracy not only to thwart the busi- 
ness interests of their employers, but to 
mulct the public as well. What values 
are likely to be given merchandise sold 
on such a basis, what values are likely 
to be insisted upon by the buyer, and 
where does the consumer get off?” 


But the survey indicates that the 
losses due to unethical credit practices 








A VOLUNTARY INQUIRY 
INTO DISTRIBUTION 


( [HE second assembly of the Na- 
tional Distribution Conference 
will take place in Washington in 
December, under the auspices of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, and the Chamber’s 
president, John W. O’Leary, here 
presents an outline of how the Con- 
ference is endeavoring “to chart 
what has hitherto been virtually an 
unmapped region in the _ broad 
field of commerce—domestic distri- 
bution.” 

The following are the subjects 
of major surveys which Conference 
committees are making, each cover- 
ing a phase of distribution: 

1. Collection of business figures 
looking toward economies. 

2. Trade relations. 

3. Advertising and advertising 
mediums. 

4. Costs of doing business. 

5. Methods of distribution, in- 
cluding public warehousing. 

6. General conditions, including 
reference to the Sherman, Clayton 
and Federal Trade Commission 
Acts. 

Unquestionably this is the most 
far-reaching inquiry that has been 
made, by American business vol- 
untarily, into the subject -of dis- 
tribution, and a careful reading of 
Mr. O’Leary’s text as here pub- 
lished is urged, in your own in- 
terest. 








are overshadowed by the losses due to 
lack of accord between production and 
distribution. Some of these which will 
be put before the conference for consid- 
eration are: 

1. The manufacture and distribution of 
too many varieties of specific articles. 

2. Overproduction of goods to be sold 
at a certain price. 

3. Hand to mouth buying. 

4. Failure of makers of similar arti- 
cles to adopt standard sizes. 

5. Lack of standardization of quality 
and workmanship. 
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6. Failure to eliminate needless trans- 
portation costs. 

7. Unsound extension of credit by 
manufacturers to wholesalers and by 
wholesalers to retailers. 


8. Destruction of containers. 
9. Speculative buying and selling. 


Measures for correcting these abuses 
and eliminating these wastes are also to 
be dealt with. The survey will point 
out the steps that have already been 
taken within certain trades by their as- 
sociations and the developing practice of 
arbitration of trade disputes and will in- 
dicate for the consideration of the con- 
ference other methods by which business 
may establish and enforce standards of 
conduct which will result in the stop- 
page of leaks and lead to economy of 
benefit, in the long run, to both producer 
and consumer—all of which will mark an 
impressive step in the direction of self- 
regulation of business. 


Advertising—Business Costs 


‘T.HE third survey will deal with ad- 

vertising and its function in bridg- 
ing the gap between the producer and the 
seller on the one side and the buyer or 
consumer on the other. It will delimit 
the economic field of advertising; outline 
methods of market analysis; and sug- 
gest, at least in general terms, means by 
which duplication may be avoided. 

The fourth survey will cover the costs 
of doing business, indicating the factors 
such as rent, taxes and insurance, light 
and heat, salaries, advertising and other 
items—with which the merchant has to 
struggle. 

It will deal also with other costs, the 
proportions of which are unknown, but 
which are very tangible, such as ser- 
vices and conveniences. Under this head 
are included delivery, charge accounts, 
returned goods privileges, rest rooms, 
restaurants, and beauty parlors. Meth- 
ods by which the merchant can ascer- 
tain what his costs are and how they 
compare with the costs for the trade in 
which he is engaged will be suggested; 
and methods by which they may be re- 
duced through individual and cooperative 
effort, such as a central delivery system, 
also will be presented for consideration. 


Distribution—General Conditions 


fine fifth survey is in effect a study 
of the methods of distribution not 
only by the ordinary process, from man- 
ufacturer to wholesaler, to retailer, to 
consumer, but the chain store, mail or- 
der house, auctions and house-to-house 
canvassing, and their places in the gen- 
eral economy of selling. 

The sixth survey deals with general 
conditions affecting distribution, includ- 
ing legislation affecting distribution, 
such as laws on misbranding, standardi- 
zation of units of measurement, etc. It 
will cover also State legislation, partic- 
ularly with reference to taxation of mer- 
chandise belonging to non-residents, and 
will set forth the relations of distribu- 
tors to administrative agencies of the 
Government in connection with the Sher- 
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man Act, the Clayton Act and the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission Act. 

Finally, the last survey will point out 
the advantages as well as the defects of 
the present distribution system which 
has been built up in the course of time

as a means of accomplishing the enor- 
mous national daily task of supplying 
the needs of the public at large. 

The work that has been done discloses 
many defects and sources of waste, but 
at the same time it establishes the fact 
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that, taken as a whole, the prevailing 
methods of distribution are undergoing 
constant improvement and constitute the 
most effective and economical system of 
distribution that business ingenuity has 
been able to devise. 


Building Business on Basis of 


a Trade List of Exhibitors 


How Initiative and Vision, Plus Solicitation by Mail, 
Brought Profits to a San Francisco Company 


EVELOPMENT, by the Souther Warehouse Co., San 
Francisco, of a profitable business in storing, han- 
dling and distributing automotive equipment, had its 
origin in solicitation by letters to names on a list of ex- 
hibitors at a trade show in Chicago. 
That was vision, initiative. The giving of service, after 
the accounts were obtained, assured success of the plan. 
The start was made shortly after the automotive equip- 
ment manufacturers held their convention, together with 
a display of their varied products, early last January in 
Chicago. A business journal devoted to the interests of 
those makers published a list of the companies which were 
represented in the exhibit. 
To the Souther company that looked like a fertile dis- 
tribution field for cultivation. There were manufacturers, 
some 250 in number, many of whom—so the Souther 


officers logically reasoned—must be sending their goods 
to the Pacific Coast. It was a sizable array of prospects 
that the business journal presented by name. Would direct 
solicitation by mail attract some of that potential business? 

The effort proved that it would—and did. The Souther 
company sent to all of those manufacturers a sales letter 
which set forth the Souther story of warehousing and dis- 
tribution—how the company, because of its specialization 
in the unloading, storing and boxing of automobiles, was 
peculiarly in a position to take care of automotive equip- 
ment. 

Today the San Francisco company is handling the Coast 
business of a number of those manufacturers. The vision 
and the initiative are bringing results. And the cost of 
this business-building campaign, it may be stated, was 
nominal. It has many times over paid for itself. 





HE Souther company’s idea, accord- 

ing to C. F. Barter, manager, was 
that the products of the eastern manu- 
facturers of automotive equipment be 
shipped to the Souther. warehouse in San 
Francisco, the makers to have the 
Golden Gate city as their distributing 
point for the various Coast cities in 
which the jobbers and sub-distributors 
were located.

“The goods would be shipped to us, 
unloaded and stored,” to quote Mr. Bar- 
ter. “Those contained in the shipments 
for immediate distribution would, of 
course, be disposed of and reshipped on 
receipt of the original shipments from 
the factories. 

“Our charge for unloading carload 
shipments wouid be at the rate of $1 an 
hour, and in the majority of cases the 





storage and handling charges for the 
various commodities would be at the rate 
of 45 cents a ton for storage and 68 
cents a ton for handling, the latter 
charge, of eourse, covering the transfer 
of merchandise from warehouse door or 
warehouse platform into the warehouse 
and delivering from warehouse to ware- 
house door or warehouse platform when 
removed. 
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A Potential Source of 
New Business 


fb how many storage executives 
has it occurred that a list of 
manufacturers displaying their 
products at a trade exhibit should 
make a prospect list worth going 
after in an effort to build new 
business? 


The Souther Warehouse Co., of 
San Francisco, has developed new 
accounts—which are bringing prof- 
its—by direct mail solicitation to 
just such a list. 


Automotive equipment manufac- 
turers held an exhibit in Chicago. 
From a business magazine the 
Souther company obtained the 
names of the makers who displayed 
their goods. A sales letter telling 
the Souther’s service story went to 
each. 


How the plan worked is here 
told. 








“Shipments made by us to out-of-town 
jobbers are charged for at a one-zone 
drayage rate, as we are situated close 
to all the railroads and steamship com- 
panies. A number of the local jobbers 
call at our warehouse and receive the 
goods themselves, for which no addi- 
tional charge is made unless they are de- 
livered in small quantities. On _ ship- 
ments made by us to various cities we 
pay the freight, if shipment does not go 
collect, and bill the manufacturer for 
same. 


“All deliveries of goods we report to 
the manufacturers at the time such de- 
liveries are made, in order that their rec- 
ords may be kept up to date at all times. 
Our stock records are always complete, 
and we are able to furnish immediate 
replies to any and all inquiries which we 
may receive, by mail or telephone or by 
personal calls, relative to the stock, such 
inquiries, of course, coming from the 
various jobbers and sub-distributors. 


“On such accounts as these we are 
handling, we have received very favor- 
able reports from, and the manufactur- 
ers find that quite a saving is being ef- 
fected in distributing the goods in that 
manner, and also without any additional 
cost to themselves. They find that the 
jobbers and sub-distributors are given a 
more nearly complete and a more satis- 
factory service when the present method 
is employed than has been the case in 


; e past. 
“To-our mind the great thing is that 








in carrying warehouse stock here on the 
Pacific Coast the manufacturer prac- 
tically has a Pacific Coast branch to 
which branch all the Pacific Coast job- 
bers can refer to for information, etc., 
and also obtain much quicker delivery of 
such goods as they may require without 
having to carry a large stock themselves. 
All the factories have to do is to main- 
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These goods represent profits accruing from Souther company’s plan of solicit-

tain a corps of good men, according to 
the volume of their business out here in 
this district, who do nothing but sell the 
goods and the factories propositions to 
the jobbers and sub-distributors. 


“With regard to the question of insur- 
ance, the only insurance the manufac- 
turer has to carry is against fire haz- 
ard while the goods are on storage in 
our warehouse, as we are responsible for 
their safe keeping and delivery in good 
condition beyond that. As you are 
aware, during the time that we may be 
draying any of the commodities, we 
are still responsible, and during the 
time shipments are being carried by the 
railroad company the latter is responsi- 
ble, and no insurance is necessary. 


“On shipments made by boat, the in- 
surance can be taken out at the time 
shipments are made, and the premium to 
cover them can show on the bill of lad- 
ing and freight bill covering shipments 
so that premiums can be collected from 
the consignees if shipments go collect, or 
can be paid by us with the freight on be- 


half of the manufacturers if shipments 
go prepaid.” 

The men employed by the Souther 
company, inasmuch as they are special- 
ists in automobile boxing, are familiar 
with automotive equipment. When re- 
quested, the company prepares reports, 
pays freight, issues warehouse receipts 
which may be used as collateral for loans 
from banks, handles details of making 
and collecting claims, and performs 
other services, familiar to the commer- 
cial storage executive, so that the Coast 
representatives of the automotive equip- 
ment manufacturers may devote their 
entire time to selling.

HOMAS BROS., of Brooklyn, N. Y., will soon 

enter the fireproof storage warehouse field 
when their new building on Gravesend Avenue is 
completed, about Nov. Ist. 


The building will be 50 feet by 125 feet in size 
and five stories high. Adjoining it, on the right, 
will be a one-story garage and repair shop for the 
storage of the company’s vans. To the left Thomas 
Bros. own a similar sized plot on which it is the 
purpose to erect an addition when business con- 
ditions warrant expansion. Provision for this has 
been made in the columns of the present structure. 
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The new warehouse is fireproof throughout and 
all requirements of the Board of Fire Under- 
writers have been closely followed in order to 
obtain a low rate of insurance. 
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The lower front stories are faced with a glazed 
white terra cotta and the front upper stories with < 
a yellow impervious face brick, with terra cotta eda a te 
trimmings and courses. The upper side walls have — 
been built of reinforced concrete with a terra cotta 
furring on the inner face to eliminate dampness. The concrete walls have been panelled to break the 
monotony of a large surface. 


The freight elevator is located at the left side of the warehouse, so that it may serve the future addi- 
tion, and is large enough to take at one time a van load of furniture. As planned, vans may enter and 
unload from the street, and also from the adjoining lot, on to loading platforms toward the rear of the 
warehouse. 


There is no basement under the warehouse, other than a coal and boiler room. 


The first floor contains the warehouse offices, located in the center of the front portion, and are finished 
in caen stone plaster, with a black marble counter under which provision has been made for filing cabi- 
nets. The floors are finished in black and white terrazzo. The rest of the first floor contains the pack- 
ing and shipping rooms, excelsior room, and trunk and rug vaults. 


The second floor contains a plastered and heated piano room in the front portion and individual 
storage rooms in the rear portion. The third and fourth floors are divided into individual rooms. The 
fifth floor is open. 


It is intended to have signs on the fifth floor side walls running the depth of the building; these will 
be flood-lighted by clock-controlled lights. This wi'l afford splendid advertising, inasmuch as one of the 
elevated lines serving this section passes within 200 feet, with no intervening building. 


The Thomas warehouse was designed by and is being erected under the supervision of George S. 
Kingsley, architect, of New York and Chicago. 
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NEW BUILDINGS Security Storage & Transfer Co. 


IXc Portland, Ore. 





NE of the finest household goods deposi- 
tories west of Chicago is being completed 
by the Security Storage & Transfer Co., Port- 
land, Ore. Five stories high, of reinforced 
concrete and steel, and fireproof, the building 
is going up at Glisan, Third and Fourth Streets 
and will cost approximately $350,000. It will 
have a frontage of 200 feet on Glisan, 80 feet 
on Fourth and 50 feet on Third. 


The entire first floor will be given over to 
the company’s offices and to vaults for storage 
of valuable parcels, silverware and similar 
articles, and there will be huge cold storage 
vaults for furs, rugs and upholstered furniture 
that must be guarded against moths. 








The second, third and fourth floors will be 


utilized for open storage. 


The fifth floor will be divided into 200 private storage compartments arranged with private 


locks for the renters. 


The basement will be used as a packing room and here shipments will be assembled. There 
will be also in the basement a furniture repair room. — 


Running from Third Street to Fourth, at the rear of the building, will be a van driveway 
large enough to accommodate the loading and unloading of several furniture vehicles at 
one time. Elevators will lift the vans from the driveway to any of the floors, eliminating two 


handlings. 


Along the Fourth Street side will be trackage facilities where railroad cars may be loaded 


and unloaded. 


The plans for this new Portland project were drawn after a study of leading household goods 
warehouses in Chicago and New York and are based on the experience of the Security Compariy’s 
president, EK. F. Younger, in the warehouse business during the past thirteen years. 
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Bonding 
EGAL EDITOR, Distribution and 
Warehousing: We have been so- 


liciting business outside of Colo- 
rado and have frequent inquiries as 
to whether we were operating under a 
Federal or State Bond. Upon consult- 
ing the State authorities we were in- 
formed that the State of Colorado re- 
quired no bond nor issued licenses to 
warehousemen. 

We find, however, that the United 
States Government issues licenses and 
requires a certain bond, when same is 
applied for. Can you furnish us with 
any information on the subject? 

We think that being under bond to 
the Federal Government would be a 
good selling feature and we would like 
to know how and where to apply. By 
giving us this information we would be 
placed under obligation to you.—T. C. 
W. Co., Denver. 

Answer: There is no such thing as 
a State bonded warehouse in Colorado. 

There are four classes of bonded 
warehouses—United States Customs, 
the United States Internal Revenue, 
Special Bond known as No. 2, and the 
State Bonded Warehouse. 

The United States Bonded Ware- 
house is for exports; the United States 
Internal Revenue for distilled goods and 
tobacco; the Special Bond No. 2, for 
manufactured brandies; and the State 
Bond is a warehouse bonded to the State, 
usually for the amount of $50,000, for 
the protection of the commonwealth. 

You can make application to the Col- 
lector of the Port for a license to operate 
a United States Customs Bonded plant, 
or the United States Internal Bond, or 
the Special No. 2. All seaboard cities 
of any size have a Collector of Port, but 
in your case you will have to get in 
touch with the collector having charge 
of your section. The collectors in charge 
of inland territory have whole sections 
under their supervision, in some in- 
stances taking charge of two or three 
States. 

After you have filed application with 
the collector in charge of your section 
your warehouse will be surveyed and 
recommendations will be made as to the 
space which will be allotted for this 
particular class of storage. 

The rule for storing such goods is that 
the space can only have one entrance or 
one exit and no windows. After neces- 
sary changes have been made the Gov- 
ernment will put a storekeeper in 
charge of that particular room. This 
storekeeper retains the keys of the room 
and sees that nothing is removed unless 
the duty has been paid on the goods.

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The Government storekeeper’s salary 
is paid by the warehouseman. This 
salary ranges between $150 and $175 a 
month. There are few of those bonded 
warehouses located inland because of 
the limited amount of business they are 
able to obtain. 


EGAL EDITOR, Distribution and 
Warehousing: Enclosed find ware- 
house information form. As a special 
favor will you kindly inform me how or 
what methods I should use to become a 
bonded warehouse. Who should I apply 
to for a license, etc.—W. S. Co., Oswego,

Answer: There is no State bonded 
warehouse in New York. As to the 
United States Bonded Warehouses, see 
the answer to T. C. W. Co., Denver, 
above.

Moth Damage Liability 


- EGAL EDITOR, Distribution and 

Warehousing: As subscribers’ to 
Distribution and Warehousing we would 
appreciate your advice in regard to our 
being liable for damage done to rugs 
and upholstered furniture by moths and 
vermin. 

We received a load of household goods 
in May and before placing them in the 
room for storage we unrolled the rugs 
and sprayed them with moth spray. We 
sprayed also the upholstered furniture 
with this same material. We sprayed 
the room several times during the time 
the goods were in storage, more specially 
during the hot weather. The goods 
were taken out the latter part of 
September and there were several marks 
of moth ravages and our client is prob- 
ably going to take some action for 
damages. 

We feel we took all the precaution we 
could to safeguard his goods and our 
warehouse receipt gives the various 
conditions under which we store house- 
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hold goods; a copy of this we are in- 
closing.—O. S. Co., Oshkosh, Wis. 

Answer: In view of your precautions 
and the clause in your warehouse receipt 
I do not believe any Court will hold you 
responsible. a 

I have been unable to find any re- 
ported case dealing with damage from 
moths. The nearest to this kind of a 
case that I have been able to find is 
the case decided in Kentucky in January, 
1910, where the Court held that a public 
or private warehouseman who discovered 
weevil in his building was not respon- 
sible for damage caused by them when 
he notified the owner of the wheat 
stored to remove it so that he could dis- 
infect the building and the owner failed 
to comply with his request. 

Of course the warehouseman is not 
responsible for any injury which cannot 
be guarded against by the use of ordi- 
nary care. Thus he has been held not 
responsible for damage caused by rats 
when proper precautions to prevent it 
were taken.—(Taylor v. Secrist & 
Disney, Ohio 299.) 

The important point in your problem 
is, how did the moths get in the property 
to damage it? If they were to be found 
in large quantities in the building and 
disinfecting or the like would have 
prevented the damage, you would be 
liable as a warehouseman. If, on the 
other hand, they were already in the 
goods stored, and mere use of ordinary 
care would not have prevented the dam- 
age, there would be no liability. 


Truck Fee Decision 


HE Supreme Court of Minnesota re- 

cently handed down a decision—case, 
State of Minnesota v. Warren S. Oligney 
sustaining the State’s right to require 
payment of a registration fee by a mo- 
tor truck engaged in interstate business 
for hire. 

The defendant, the Court held, was a 
citizen and resident of Wisconsin; that he 
owned and operated a motor truck for 
hire between Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
Minn., and Hudson, River Falls and 
Ellsworth, Wis.; that he operated the 
truck over a regular route and on a 
time schedule between the points named; 
that he had neglected and refused to ap- 
ply to the Secretary of State for regis- 
tration of the truck in Minnesota; had 
not registered or paid the tax imposed 
by the Minnesota law, and operated the 
truck wtihout displaying the official num- 
ber plates required by the State law. 

It was argued, in defense of the fail- 
ure to comply with the Minnesota law, 
that the defendant was engaged in in- 
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terstate commerce; that the truck was 
an instrumentality of such commerce, 
and that the truck was not subject to 
taxation under the State law. 

The Court referred to a case in which 
it was held that refrigerator cars owned 
by the Cudahy Packing Co. and operated 
in interstate commerce were subject to 
taxation by Minnesota. The finding was 
affirmed by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, 246 U. S. 450. Continu- 
ing, the Court said: 

“In principle the instant case cannot be 
distinguished from State v. Cudahy. 
Defendant’s truck is regularly and hab- 
itually used and employed in Minnesota, 
hence it is within the taxing power of the 
State, although chiefly devoted to inter- 
state transportation. 


“Tt would be strange if the State could 
not tax a motor vehicle making daily 
use of its highways for the profit of the 
owner merely because the owner hap- 
pened to live, and kept the vehicle when 
not in use, just beyond the boundary 
line of the State. It is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that the surface of a 
road wears out rapidly when heavily 
loaded vehicles are constantly moving 
over it. The State spends large sums of 
money in maintaining the trunk high- 
ways. Carriers of passengers or freight 
for hire, who make daily use of our 
roads, should bear a portion of the ex- 
pense of upkeep, and there can be no 
doubt about the power of the Legislature 
to place part of the burden upon non- 
resident users. Hendrick v. Maryland, 
235 U. S. 610; Kane v. New Jersey, 242 
U. S. 160. 

“In the cases cited it was held that a 
State may exact a reasonable registra- 
tion fee from residents and non-residents 
alike as a condition to the use of its 
highways by motor vehicles, and that 
in so doing the State is not discriminat- 
ing against the citizens of other States 
although the amount of the fee is fixed 
for each calendar year without reference 
to the extent to which the highway is 
used, and the liability of non-residents 
to pay is not tempered by the allow- 
ance of any period of free use in re- 
ciprocation for like privileges allowed by 
the States in which they reside.” 


Alluding to the recent decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in 
the Buck and Bush cases, the Court 
said: 

“In each case the Court held that a 
State statute which prohibited common 
carriers of merchandise from using the 
public highways over specified routes 
without a permit from the State commis- 
sion or official named in the statute, was 
unconstitutional in so far as it applied 
to carriers engaged in interstate com- 
merce. We find nothing in these cases 
which would prevent a State from en- 
acting a statute imposing a reasonable 
tax upon motor vehicles using public 
highways constructed with Federal aid. 

“But even though it should be con- 
ceded that defendant need not comply 
with the Act in order to use Federal-aid 
highways, he must comply with it be- 
fore he may lawfully use the streets of 
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St. Paul and Minneapolis, which do not 
receive Federal aid, and the information 
alleges that he uses the streets on his 
trips in this State.” 


Delayed Shipment 


HAT an express company which 

delays delivery of a _ salesman’s 
samples is not liable for the loss of the 
prospective profits of the salesman’s 
employers, is the recent interesting de- 
cision in American Ry. Express Co. v. 
Steinberg, 270 S. W. Rep. 765, Court of 
Appeals of Kentucky. 

The plaintiff in this action was en- 
gaged in business in Louisville as a 
manufacturer and wholesale dealer in 
ladies’ suits and cloaks. He employed 
only one traveling salesman, whose 
name was Watts. 

On June 11, 1920, the plaintiff de- 
livered to the American Railway Ex- 
press Co., at its Louisville office, a pack- 


age addressed to Watts, at Indian- 
apolis, Ind. The package contained 
samples. It should have reached Indian- 


apolis on the next day, but for some 
unexplained reason it was not received 
at the Indianapolis office of the railroad 
company until five or six days later. 


Watts waited three days for the pack- 
age to arrive, and at the end of that 
time left the city. He did not return to 
Indianapolis during that season. The 
package was later returned to Louis- 
ville, addressed to Watts, in care of the 
plaintiff. Both Watts and the plaintiff 
refused to receive it. 


Subsequently the plaintiff brought 
action against the railroad company to 
recover damages for the delay in de- 
livering the package. The plaintiff al- 
leged that the package contained nine 
samples of ladies’ suits intended for ex- 
hibition to prospective customers in an 
effort to make sales; that when the 
package was shipped the defendant’s 
agent was notified that it contained 
samples; that the season for the sale of 
such goods in and around Indianapolis 
was between June 10 and July 4; and 
that, as Watts could devote to that ter- 
ritory only one week, beginning on June 
12, the delay in transporting the models 
caused him to lose all sales in that ter- 
ritory for the season. The plaintiff fur- 
ther alleged that if the models had ar- 
rived at Indianapolis on time Watts 
would have sold $6,000 worth of goods in 
that territory, and contended that he 
was entitled to recover the profits he 
would have realized on such sales. The 
amount which the plaintiff sought to re- 
cover was $652.50. 


Neither the plaintiff nor Watts testi- 
fied that any prospective customer in the 
Indianapolis territory had promised to 
buy the plaintiff’s goods that year, nor 
did they show that any prospective cus- 
tomers had not supplied their needs be- 
fore Watts went to that territory. No 
prospective customers were introduced 
at the trial to prove that, if they had 
seen any of the plaintiff’s models, they 
would have given him orders. The only 
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evidence relied upon by the plaintiff to 
show the amount of his probable profits 
in Indianapolis during the season of 1920 
was evidence of the amount of sales made 
during previous and subsequent seasons. 

The jury returned a verdict in favor 
of the plaintiff for $652.50. From a 
judgment in accordance therewith the 
defendant appealed. The judgment was 
reversed on the ground that the profits 
for which the plaintiff was seeking to 
recover were entirely speculative and 
that a recovery was ‘not warranted in 
view of the general rule that speculative 
and remote damages are not recoverable 
in an action for breach of contract. 


Limitation of Time for Claims 


( a shipment under a bill of lading 
requiring claims for loss to be made 
within a specified period a shipper can- 
not recover damages from the carrier 
where compliance with the requirements 
of the bill of lading are not waived by 
the latter and the shipper fails‘ to file 
his claim for the loss within the time 
prescribed by the bill of lading. 

This was the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court of Arkansas in the case 
of Kuskin v. Chicago R. I. & P. Ry. Co., 
Supreme Court of Arkansas, 270 S. W. 
Rep. 597. 

Judgment was allowed for defendant 
carrier, the Court saying: 

“In the present case the requirement 
is not merely for notice to the carrier 
that damage has resulted, but it is that 
the claim for the ‘loss, damage or delay’ 
shall be presented within the stipulated 
time. The purpose of the requirement is 
to give the carrier timely opportunity to 
investigate the claim for damage after 
the same has been presented. This. in- 
volves the right to investigate the con- 
tents of lost packages and the value of 
lost articles, as well as the facts bearing 
upon the question of its liability. The 
distinction is clearly pointed out by 
Judge Riddlick in the opinion of the 
court in Western Union Telegraph Co. v. 
Moxley, 80 Ark. 554, and we are of the 
opinion that that decision is conclusive of 
the present case. It was held in that 
case that, where the contract required 
the presentation of claim for damages 
within a specified time, this requirement 
was not satisfied merely by giving notice 
of the negligence of the company’s ser- 
vants. This Court has in several cases 
held that a provision of this kind is rea- 
sonable and enforceable, where sufficient 
time is given for presenting the claim or 
notice.” 


Bill of Lading Case 


| ha Norfolk S. R. Co. v. Armfield Co. 
(127 S. E. Rep. 557) the Supreme 
Court of North Carolina _ recently 
pointed out that a railroad is entitled to 
bring an action against a person who re- 
ceives a shipment without surrendering 
the bill of lading. (Bus. L. J. Sept.) 
The Court held that, as the shipment 
was an interstate one, in determining 
whether or not the plaintiff was 
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estopped from bringing the action it was 
necessary to consider the  plaintiff’s 
tariffs and the orders of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission regulating the 
rates for transportation and the terms 
of delivery, as such schedules and orders 
included requirements which the plaintiff 
must observe and might not waive. 

It appeared that the schedule of the 
plaintiff’s tariffs, certified by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, provided 
that, unless lost or delayed, the carrier’s 
original order bill of lading, properly in- 
dorsed, must be surrendered before the

property could be delivered. In view of 
this provision, the delivery of the oats 
to the defendant without the surrender 
of the bill of lading was unlawful, and, 
according to the weight of authority, this 
unlawful delivery of the goods did not 
prevent the plaintiff from asserting its 
right thereto. In so holding, the Court 
said: 

“Tf the plaintiff had accepted, in pay- 
ment of freight, a rate lower than the 
published tariffs required, it could none 
the less have collected the legal rate, be- 
cause the duty of collecting the rate is 
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imposed by law. Likewise, if in the in- 
stant case the plaintiff’s agent released 
the shipment in question (especially in 
breach of his instructions) without de- 
manding the bill of lading whereby 
neither the title nor the right of posses- 


sion vested in the defendant, the unlaw- 


ful delivery of the goods, according to 
the cited authorities, did not work an 
estoppel against the plaintiff, whether 
asserting its possessory right as bailee 
(the title remaining in the consignor) or 
asserting its title to the property under 
an assignment of the bill of lading.” 








(Ark.) It being unlawful for 
warehouse to do business without 
certified warehouseman in charge, 
under Crawford & Moses’ Dig. § 
10420, it must be conclusively pre- 
sumed that warehouseman’s bond, 
specifying no particular term, was 
limited to one year, for which cer- 
tificate is granted; rule that 
sureties can make no defense not 
available to principal not applying. 
—McMillan v. Farmers’ Bonded 
Warehouse, 272 S. W. 867. Key 
No. 18. 

(Sureties on warehouseman’s 
bond held not liable for value of 
cotton in principal’s hands when 
bond expired and afterwards lost 
or misappropriated.—Id. 

(Warehouseman held liable as 
bailee, for his negligence or mis- 
conduct, causing loss of cotton 
while still in possession thereof 
after expiration of his certificate 
of qualification, though sureties on 
his bond were not liable beyond 
life of certificate.—/d.) 





> (Ark.) Lightning which struck 
warehouse in which carrier had 
stored cotton, and caused fire 
which destroyed cotton, is act of 
God, relieving carrier from any 
liability —Mays v. Missouri & N.

(Ark.) In action against carrier 
for destruction by fire of cotton 
stored in warehouse, exclusion of 
evidence, offered by plaintiffs to 
show that delivery of cotton to 
warehouse by carrier was for pur- 
pose of preserving carrier’s lien 
for freight, is proper, when such 
evidence would contradict plain- 
tiffs’ testimony that cotton was de-

be a message made public by Gerdner 
Poole, Boston, president of the Ameri- 
ean Warehousemen’s Association, to the 
members of that body Mr. Poole dis- 
cusses several of the subjects which the 
association will consider at its 35th an- 
nual meeting at the Hotel New Willard, 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 1-5. Chief 
among these topics are: 

1. The warehouseman’s costs and his 
remuneration. 

2. The responsibility of warehousemen 
to their customers and the public and 
the prompt and careful protection of 
their contracts and obligations. 

Regarding the first of these Mr. Poole 
says: 

“The accounting work carried on for 
several years under the direction of the 
Central Bureau committee has laid be- 
fore warehousemen all the dependable 
and known data concerning commodities 
commonly handled, with accurate classi- 
fication for storage and handling and the 
peculiarities of such commodities in 
storage warehouses. This at once shows 
both warehousemen and their customers 
certain facts which they should know 
and, be geverned by in their under- 
takings, and should go far in eliminating 
losses to either party resulting from 
ignorance of the nature of or classifica- 
tion for storage purposes of various com- 
modities. Clearly the careful study of 
all these things is essential to success.” 

Alluding to the warehousemen’s re- 
sponsibility Mr. Poole comments: 

“With the data now available concern- 
ing warehouse operations, including 
operating rules, standard forms, etc., 
there is less excuse than ever before for 
mistakes or oversights in entering upon 
contracts, and when entered upon they 
should be jealously protected as to the 
storers, and where the conduct of the 
business involves third parties, or the 
public generally, they must as a matter 
of legal requirement be fully and prop- 
erly protected.” 

Mr. Poole calls attention to several re- 
cent instances of misuse of warehouse 
receipts on the part of storage com- 
panies, and emphasizes the importance 
of careful study of.the Uniform Ware- 
house Receipts Act—“for the individual 
and the general welfare.” For, he points 
out: 

“It is not enough that the Courts deai 
with these matters promptly; the effect 
of the introduction of such cases into the 





Courts is detrimental to the whole in- 
dustry in that it tends to create doubt 
in the minds of the bankers and public 
generally as to the integrity of those in 
the industry and as to the value of ware- 
house receipts and the responsibility of 
those issuing them.”

Massachusetts 


— October meeting and luncheon of 
- the Massachusetts Warehousemen’s 
Association was held on Oct. 15 at the 
Exchange Club, Boston, with 23 mem- 
bers and several guests in attendance 
and with the president, George S. Love- 
joy, Boston, in the chair. In keeping 
with the August meeting, representatives 
of financial interests as well as the ware- 
house industry again expressed their 
views on the mutual problems of the 
banker and the storage executive. 

Frank B. Lawler, vice-president of the 
Beacon Trust Co., explained that insti- 
tution’s point of view on loaning money 
on warehouse receipts and how impor- 
tant it was to have the warehouse, 
issuing the receipt on which the bank 
would make its loan, well stabilized and 
sound financially. Among the many 
things he said was: 

“On a negotiable receipt a careful 
bank should get in touch with the ware- 
house to confirm the amount of merchan- 
dise indicated on the receipt. If it was 
a non-negotiable receipt this bother 
wou'd be eliminated because it would 
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bring the quantity of merchandise up 
to date. 

Mr. Lawler said he regretted that 
usages and customs on warehouse re- 
ceipts were so different among New York 
and Boston banks, adding: 

“In New York, the general custom is 
to use the negotiable receipt. Boston 
banks don’t care for these business me- 
thods because the negotiable warehouse 
receipt should be delivered to the ware- 
house each time merchandise is to be 
released, thus increasing the element of 
risk in allowing the collateral out of 
banker’s possession. 

‘“‘Another troublemaker with the banks 
is the question of charges. This matter 
would right itself if the warehouseman 
would advise the bank, on every customer 
borrowing money from the bank on 
warehouse receipts, whenever the custo- 
mer was two months in arrears on 
charges.” 

In conclusion Mr. Lawler said: 

“Non-negotiable receipts in the name 
of the bank are usually required by 
Boston banks when loans are granted. 
As these are not eligible for rediscount 
at the Federal Reserve, acceptances 
based on warehouse receipts are fre- 
quently sold in the open market.” 

The other guests present were John 
S. Sawtelle, manager of the Galt Block 
Warehouse Co., Portland, Me ; Frank D. 
Low, clerk of the Gloucester Cold Stor- 
age & Warehouse Co., Gloucester, Mass. ; 
Chester Esson, of Portland, and Mr. 
Walker of Boston. The two latter and 
associates are making the necessary: ar- 
rangements toward incorporating a com- 
pany to enter the storage warehouse 
business in the near future in a new 
building just finished on Kennebec St., 
Portland. 

Olin M. Jacobs, the association’s sec- 
retary, was instructed to collect data 
and make a study of the cost of pool 
ear distribution and report at a later 
meeting. Arrangements were made for

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Warehouse and Terminal 
Planned at Hog Island Base 


oe for the largest warehouse and 
freight terminal project in the coun- 
try are involved in the bid of Root-Cart- 
ter Company, 25 Broad Street, for the 
Hog Island shipyards on the Delaware 
River. 

The bid of the firm, reported in Wash- 
ington dispatches, was $3,500.000, the 
highest yet made for the government- 
owned wartime shipbuilding base. Al- 
though the firm declined to divulge any 
of the details until the Government has 
made an award, it was ascertained that 
the terminal and warehouse project had 
been gone over at Washington and would 
cost an amount many times the bid price 
of Hog Island and its industrial estab- 
lishments. Some $66,000,000 was ex- 
pended by the Government in the drain- 
age and construction of the Hog Island 
base. 

The property at Hog Island includes 
946 acres, with buildings and other 
equipment, some of which has been sold. 
Trunk line railroads in the East are 
understood to favor the bid of Root- 
Cartter Company as an economic under- 
taking of considerable importance to the 
country’s trade. 

The bid of the New York concern, 
long prominent in bridge, railroad and 
other construction activities from the 
days of M. S. Cartter & Co., the prede- 
cessor engineering and contracting con- 
cern of St. Louis, Mo., is $1,500,000 above 
that of any of the seven concerns com- 
peting for Hog Island. 

The advantage of the Root - Cartter 
bid is said to lie in the fact that the 
concern has spent considerable time in 
formulating a plan for the best use of 
the Hog Island facilities and fully ap- 
preciates its value as a terminal and 
warehouse base for steamships and rail- 
roads; that Shipping Board officials are 
familiar with the details of the plan 
and are therefore believed favorably dis- 
posed toward it. About a year and a 
half has been devoted by the firm to 
working out the plan.

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Inter-City Motor Highways 
Within Ten Years Predicted 


_ prophecy that within ten years 
trunk line motor highways for trucks 
would be built between important cities 
by private corporations, much as the 
railways were built in their early devel- 
opment, with grade crossings and heavy 
grades eliminated, and run as toll roads, 
was made by Major Elihu Church, trans- 
portation engineer of the Port of New 
York Authority, at the opening session 
of the American Association of Port 
Authorities in the New York Chamber 
of Commerce Building, in October. 

Major Church’s prediction came dur- 
ing a discussion of the competition be- 
tween trucks and railways, in which 
railroad men present contended that 
while motor trucks had undoubted value 
for short hauls around terminals they 
had no field of usefulness in competition 
with the railroads on long hauls. Major 
Church took just the opposite view, say- 
ing that the present traffic congestion 
in cities made motor trucks too expen- 
sive for general use, but that there were 
unlimited possibilities for their develop- 
ment in inter-city traffic on special high- 
ways. 

The decreasing use of trucks was 
shown, he said, by a survey of the trucks 
drawing heavy loads to and from ter- 
minals in New York. It was found that 
73 of every 100 trucks were horse drawn, 
the reason being that it cost six cents 
a minute to keep a motor truck on the 
street. The five-ton truck in the cities, 
he said, carried an average of 1% tons, 
during three hours of an eight-hour day, 
and made an average speed of four miles 
an hour. 

“This trucking business is profitable 
for long hauls, and it is growing so 
rapidly that any one who drives knows 
how trucks tangle up the highways. The 
new vehicular tubes are going to take 
1900 vehicles an hour under the Hudson 
River. How is all that traffic to be 
handled? I expect that motor truck 
trunk lines will be built between cities, 
with banked curves and grade crossings 
eliminated, with grades cut down as 
they are on railroads so that gears will 
not be shifted so often. It will be done 
within ten years, and then over these 
specially constructed roads -we will see 
fast tractors hauling long trains of trail- 
ers. They will be controlled by air 
brakes on the tractor just as a freight 
train is controlled by the engineer in 
the cab. When the trunk line comes to 
a city it will go around it, and if the 
city is large enough to justify it, there 
will be a belt line around it, and the 
trailers will be dropped off and handled 
by a smaller tractor. 


“The road will be run like a railway. 
Indeed, it will be so much like a rail- 
road that grade crossings on it will be 
infinitely more dangerous than a rail- 
road grade crossing. These tractors I 
am thinking of will be high-speed trac- 
tors of a type not yet developed, but 
which can be developed. They will pass 
with great speed in great numbers. Al- 
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ready there have been times when 6000 
vehicles an hour have passed over an 
East River bridge. I would rather cross 
a railroad any day than cross that bridge 
roadway.” 

Major Church said he spoke as an in- 
dividual and not as an officer of the 
Port Authority, but his remarks caused 
a good deal of comment and interest 
among the terminal men present, who 
had listened to conflicting views as to 
the value of trucks and their competi- 
tion with railroads. 


Buffalo Company to Build 


Thomas H. Hanrahan, president of the 
Buffalo Freight Terminal & Warehouse 
Co., Buffalo, N. Y., has announced the 
purchase of property, about seven acres, 
fronting on the Buffalo River and 
bounded by Louisiana, Ohio, St. Clair, 
and South Streets. This property was 
formerly owned by the Delaware & Hud- 
son Canal Co. 

The warehouse company plans to erect 
a two-story warehouse and freight ter- 
minal, 250 by 1000 feet, of fireproof con- 
struction. Work is expected to begin 
shortly after Jan. 1. 

This terminal will be used for handling 
package freight coming by lake, rail and 
canal. Provision will be made also for 
handling large volumes of bulk freight 
on the open dock which is to be con- 
structed. The location is in the center 
of industrial Buffalo and ideally located 
for the purpose. 


“Liftsaver” Announced 


Production of the “Liftsaver,” a hand 
truck of all steel construction, designed 
for use in warehouses and freight ter- 
minals and on steamship docks, is an- 
nounced by the Liftsaver Manufacturing 
Co., 30 Church Street, New York City. 

The truck has a collapsible extension 
that will permit the trucker to load as 
he would with a rack-type truck and, 
because of the position of the load when 
in transit, the trucker is relieved of un- 
due effort. 

Boxes, kegs and packages of all kind 
may be handled without endangering the 
safety of the loads, says the announce- 
ment, which adds: 

“The Liftsaver will assume a position 
that will facilitate loading lengthy prod- 
ucts on cars, etc., or it may be instantly 
converted into a gravity conveyor for 
unloading case goods, etc. When desired 
the appendages may be thrown back 
and locked, thereby increasing the lev- 
erage and capacity of the unit.” 

The company’s bulletin No. 114 de- 
scribes this new material handling de- 
vice.

15 years connected with the firm. 
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Freight Movements Are 
50% Faster Than in 1920 


oo average ton of freight was moved 
each day 50 per cent further in the 
first half of the current year than in 
the first half of 1920 as a result of the 
improvement made in the past five years 
in the speed of railway transportation. 
This is equivalent to saying that within 
the past five years the average time con- 
sumed in moving shipments of freight 
from origin to destination has been re- 
duced one-third. 

A comparison of the statistics on rail- 
road freight movement for the first six 
months of 1920 with the first six months 
of 1925 indicates that the average num- 
ber of miles that each car was moved 
daily in 1920 was 25 miles and in 1925 
37.4 miles. The increases over the first 
six months were in 1923, 22 per cent; in 
1924, 41 per cent, and in 1925, 50 per 
cent. 

Railroad men estimate that at present 
prices the value of the commodities in 
transit on the railroads at any given 
time is about $2,000,000,000. Annual in- 
terest at 6 per cent on this amount is 
$120,000,000, and a reduction of one- 
third in the average length of time it is 
tied up in transit would cause a saving 
to shippers of $40,000,000 in interest an- 
nually. This saving, in the opinion of 
many carrier officials, has produced the 
prevailing low rates in the money 
market. 

It is also largely responsible for the 
“hand-to-mouth” buying policy prevad- 
ing the manufacturers’ and _ jobbers’ 
markets. Many retail merchants who 
formerly stocked goods for months ahead 
in warehouses buy now only as their 
customers demand the goods, as they 
are certain of quick delivery. This type 
of buying has aroused criticism from 
manufacturers accustomed to selling in 
large quantities, who have not yet ad- 
justed themselves to the new conditions. 

The railroads carried more freight this 
past August, according to announcement 
made by the Bureau of Railway Eco- 
nomics on Oct. 20, than in any August 
on record, except August, 1920. The 
volume this recent August totaled 41,- 
723,156,000 net ton miles—an increase 
of 14.4 per cent over the same month 
last year and only 2.3 per cent under 
August, 1920. The profits to the car- 
riers were this year far greater, how- 
ever, as the railroads had been out of 
Federal control only five months, in 
August, 1920, and were not operating so 
efficiently. 

For the first eight months of 1925 
the aggregate volume of freight traffic 
was 292,197,012,000 net ton miles—an 
increase of 6.5 per cent over the corre- 
sponding period in 1924.
